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LOVE THEM OR LOSE THEM 

By Gene DeNise 

Fifty-six years ago the American Numismatic Association was 
organized with sixty-one qualified collectors. Today almost seventeen 
thousand persons have applied for membership. Somewhere along the 
way several thousand collectors have lost interest and have dropped 
beside the road. Given the right set of circumstances this could have 
happened to us who remain within the ranks. Within the last two years 
almost four thousand persons have joined the Association; it would be 
interesting to know how many of these are active collectors, and if not, 
what the reasons are. 

A new collector reads in many books and catalogues that the best 
thing for a beginner to do is join a club. Or a friend may introduce him 
to a club. Here many new phases of collecting open up for him. Here 
he is supposed to find encouragement, and meet others with like inter- 
ests. Here he is supposed to grow as he adds to his knowledge of history, 
geography, art, science, romance, techniques, and all other phases of 
human development as depicted on and by the coinages of the world. 
But here, also, he should be encouraged to give of his newly gained 
knowledge, because one gets more good out of any organization if he 
really participates. How many real, live, collectors do you know who 
can sit through four or five meetings without sharing an experience? Just 
so, the novice should be encouraged to participate so that he might gain 
enthusiasm and become alerted to searching for facts concerning his coins. 
A new collector becomes discouraged easily if he is not made cognizant 
of the fact that he must learn about the specimens he has acquired. 

Now, concerning papers or talks at a coin club, there is the other 
extreme. Some collectors try to present all the coinages of an empire 
in one paper. How much better to confine the talk to one emperor or 
better yet, one famous or interesting piece, unless you know your 
audience can digest more. Would you not rather learn the history 
behind the Granby coppers, than gain a smattering of knowledge con- 
cerning the total Colonial coinage? The Granby coppers, after some 
STUDY could be done well by an amateur, the second grouping men- 
tioned at best would test the resources of an old and experienced col- 
lector. The third type of paper which club members often have to 
endure is one which goes all around Robin Hood’s Barn and looses itself 
in a mass of trivia which enlightens none. Chances are the writer won’t 
be asked to do another soon, but chances are that some guest of the

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evening will decide it is not worth while to return. A little extra time 
getting some definite information about a coin or series or type may 
mean added members in your club, or more cirdent coin collectors. 

Now this leads to another great contributing factor in the loss. of 
our new collectors. Unfortunately some of those who collect mint U. S. 
only, make too many derogatory remarks about collections of minor 
coins of the world. Have you ever seen grade school boys throw their 
shoulders back and grow an inch taller when you have praised their 
little collection of twenty or thirty rather bruised-looking coins from 
a dozen different countries? These are the boys, who, when they are 
older, are going to manage the affairs of the American Numismatic 
Association if properly encouraged and given the right leadership now. 
Like these youngsters, there are oldsters also who travel all over the 
whole world via their coins. If they are not ridiculed for so doing, it 
does not take long for them to become better conversationalists at any 
dinner table than the collector of U. S. only. The Numismatist of late 
has been giving more recognition to foreign issues, and tokens and 
medals, realizing that they have a distinct place in numismatics. So 
also must the senior members of our coin clubs allow time for discussion 
and display of such items, without deprecation. There are just so many 
(very few in some instances) United States coin of early mintages, so 
the new collector ten years from now will have to concentrate on con- 
temporary coins, unless he owns Wall Street or an oil well. 

And now another very important deterrent to the growth of a 
club, and the retention of new members. Cliques, “camps’* jealousies, 
avarice — all very UN-adult ! Show us a club that has never experienced 
a feeling of exultation when some of this childishness has been effaced. 
Heaven only knows why we should have to be reminded now and then 
that we are adults and should put away childish things. Long ago a 
great teacher of men had to remind his followers of this, and among 
those who listened to him were lawyers, teachers, carpenters, doctors, 
and men from all walks of life — perhaps some coin collectors ! Nothing 
can wreck a club faster, or drive away new members sooner, than child- 
ish animosities allowed to reach the grudge stage. This kind of thing 
is not limited to women’s clubs as is so often the notion. When men 
feed their grudges and refuse to cooperate or listen to reason, they do 
far greater damage than women because their influence generally 
reaches farther, and consequences therefore are more serious. A true 
coin collector becomes a well informed person with the passing of time, 
and endowed with good sense, is a most desirable asset to any group. 

We all must — each of us and every one of us — make a concerted 
effort to gather these new collectors into our midst, and having gathered, 
nurture them to maturity with kindness and encouragement, with special 
attention to giving them full measure in every transaction; so that, as 
they themselves become conversant with values they will never feel that 
they were imposed upon by older collectors. There is not one of us but 
knows of some new collector who dropped out of sight because he did 
not get a “square deal” from some older collector or a dealer. Ours is a 
fraternal organization with bonds as strong as any in existence. Whether 
all the four thousand new members enrolled since 1946 will be with us 
in 1950 depends upon our adherence to the highest ideas in fraternity, 
knowledge and integrity. In fostering these ideals, we will insure the 
continued growth of the American Numismatic Association. 
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NATIONAL BANK NOTES IN THE EARLY YEARS 

By WILLIAM H. DILLISTIN, Paterson, New Jersey 

National bank notes for a period of about fifty years constituted 
an important part of the paper money in circulation in this country. 
This period covered the time from the passage of the original “National 
Currency Act” in 1863 until the establishment of the Federal Reserve 
System in 1914. The composition of these notes and the large number 
of issuing banks present among other things subject matter of intermi- 
nable interest to the collector of paper money and others. 

The act under which such notes were originally issued, enacted on 
February 25, 1863 (12 Stat. L,, 663), had for its substantial purpose the 
establishment of a national banking system in order to provide a steady 
market for, and to facilitate the sale of. United States bonds issued 
during the Civil War. It also aimed to secure for the country a sound 
bank currency to take the place of the more or less insecure State bank 
notes then in circulation. In order to appease the State bankers who 
at that time had a virtual monopoly with respect to circulating notes, 
the original act provided that State banks under certain conditions 
might issue (national bank) notes. A thorough revision of the original 
act was suggested by the Comptroller of the Currency in his report 
dated November 28, 1863, which resulted in its repeal and the enact- 
ment of the act of June 3, 1864 (13 ^tat, L., 100). The section per- 
mitting State banks (under the National Currency Act) to issue circu- 
lating notes was omitted in the revision and the records do not indicate 
that any State bank availed itself of this privilege during the fifteen 
months that such authority was a part of the statutes. 

An attempt will be made to relate some of the conditions under 
which the first two series of national bank notes were printed and 
issued, and describe certain of their features. This discussion will be 
confined mainly to the first twenty years during which period three 
different series were placed in circulation. The first series is referred 
to in the official records as the “Original Series,” while the second is 
officially known as the “Series of 1875.” They will be described and 
discussed in considerable detail while but brief reference will be made 
to the third, which is known as the “Series of 1882.” Some of the many 
interesting phases of these notes pertain to the preparation of the dies 
and plates, the several signature combinations of the Register of the 
Treasury and the Treasurer of the United States, Treasury seal, charter 
numbers, plate impressions, bank note company imprints, and the prefix 
letters and suffixes carried by the many different sets of serial numbers. 
In the absence of official records in some instances, certain of the follow- 
ing observations are mere conjecture while others are based on contem- 
porary records and the examination of some of the relatively few such 
notes still extant. The statements made must not be considered conclu- 
sive in every instance as notes are probably in existence that indicate 
certain variations from some of the comments and observations made 
herein. 

CHARTERS 

All national banks doing business today enjoy the privilege of 
having in effect perpetual existence. Such was not the case under the 
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original national bank act. It provided that banks organized thereunder 
have succession for a period not exceeding twenty years from the passage 
of that act while the act of June, 1864 provided that banks organized 
thereunder have succession for twenty years from the date of their 
organization. In July, 1882 an act was passed which provided for the 
extension of the corporate existence of 307 banks whose charters under 
the original act were to expire in February, 1883. At the same time 
provision was made for the issue of a new series of notes (Series of 
1882) by the banks whose charters were so extended (22 Stat, L,, 163). 

DENOMINATIONS 

The authorized denominations of national bank notes were subjected 
to several changes and limitations from time to time and there follows 
herewith a resume of the statutes pertaining to the denominations of 
such notes and the limitations placed on notes of the denomination of 
five dollars and less. This resume covers the entire period during which 
these notes were placed in circulation. 

The original act provided for the issuance of notes of the denomi- 
nations of five dollars, ten dollars, twenty dollars, fifty dollars, one 
hundred dollars, five hundred dollars, and one thousand dollars. In the 
act of June 1864 provision was made for notes of the denominations of 
one dollar, two dollars, and three dollars in addition to those previously 
authorized. That act also provided that not more than one-sixth part 
of the notes furnished to a bank were to be of a less denomination than 
five dollars; and a further provision that after specie payments were 
resumed, no bank could be furnished with notes of a less denomination 
than five dollars. 

The Comptroller of the Currency in his report for the year 1901 
(p. XIV) stated that the issue of notes of the denomination of one 
thousand dollars had been discontinued in 1884 and of the denomination 
of five hundred dollars in 1885. In his report for the year 1909 (p. 14) 
he referred to the various denominations of notes authorized and stated 
that, “Notes of each denomination . . . . , with the exception of threes, 
have been issued, . . . .” On January 14, 1875 an act was passed (18 
Stat, L,, 296) providing for the resumption of specie payments on Jan- 
uary 1, 1879. The Comptroller of the Currency stated in his report 
for the year 1879 (p. XXXII), in effect that as a result of the resumption 
of specie payments, “no notes of the denomination of one dollar and 
two dollars have been issued subsequent to January 1, 1879.” 

The act of March 14, 1900 (31 Stat. L,, 49) provided that no 
national banking association shall, after its passage, be entitled to receive 
from the Comptroller of the Currency, or to issue or reissue, or place in 
circulation more than one-third in amount of its circulating notes of the 
denomination of five dollars. This provision of law was repealed by the 
act of October 5, 1917. 

The act of May 30, 1908 (35 S>tat. L,, 551) provided for the organ- 
ization of national currency associations and among other things 
authorized the issuance of national bank notes of the denominations of 
five dollars, ten dollars, twenty dollars, fifty dollars, one hundred dollars, 
five hundred dollars, one thousand dollars, and ten thousand dollars. 
This act made no reference to notes of the denominations of one dollar, 
two dollars, and three dollars; the issue of notes of the denominations 
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of less than five dollars having been prohibited since the resumption of 
specie payments on January 1, 1879. It will be noted that it added to 
the denominations previously authorized a note of the denomination 
of ten thousand dollars; the Comptroller of the Currency however, in 
his report for the year 1935 (p. 823) stated that notes of that denom- 
ination were never printed. 

The act of December 23, 1913 (38 Stat. L., 274) in part refers to 
the act of May 30, 1908 which was to expire by limitation on June 30, 

1914, and provided that the expiration date be extended to June 30, 

1915. This resulted in the authorized denominations of notes after 
June 30, 1915 being the same as those provided for in the act of June 
1864, subject to the limitations expressed in that act, and the limitation 
provided in the act of March 14, 1900. 

The act of October 5, 1917 (40 S>tat. L,, 342) permitted any national 
bank in effect to place in circulation notes in the denominations of one 
dollar, two dollars, five dollars, ten dollars, twenty dollars, fifty dollars, 
and one hundred dollars and provided further that ‘‘no bank shall 
receive or have in circulation at any one time more than twenty-five 
thousand dollars in notes of the denominations of one dollar and two 
dollars.'' This act repealed that part of an act of March 14, 1900 which 
placed a limitation on the amount of five dollar notes that a bank might 
issue, and omitted authority to issue notes of the denominations of five 
hundred dollars and one thousand dollars. 

The Comptroller of the Currency in his report for the year 1917 
(p. 80) made the following statement: “With a view to assisting in 
relieving the scarcity in notes of the smaller denominations which 
exist in many sections of the country, the President, . . . . , approved 
an act which authorizes the issuance by national banks of notes in the 
two denominations mentioned [one dollar and two dollars] . . . ." The 
Comptroller of the Currency in his report for the year 1918 (vol. 1, 
p. 124) with respect to this subject stated: 

While the recent amendment to the law authorizes the issuance of 
national-bank notes of the denominations of $1 and $2, no I's and 2’s have 
been issued under that amendment, mainly because of the extraordinary 
demands on the Bureau of Engraving and Printing for the engraving and 
printing of Government securities, etc., and the demand for notes of small 
denominations having been met largely by the issuance of I’s and 2’s by 
the Federal reserve banks. 

The act of March 3, 1919 (40 Sfat. L., 1315) provided for national 
bank notes of the following denominations: one dollar, two dollars, five 
dollars, ten dollars, twenty dollars, fifty dollars, one hundred dollars, 
five hundred dollars, and one thousand dollars. This was the last legis- 
lation with respect to denominations. It will be observed that under 
this act notes of the denominations of five hundred dollars and one 
thousand dollars were again authorized and apparently the limitation 
on the aggregate amount of notes of the denominations of one dollar 
and two dollars for any one bank was no longer effective. No notes of 
the two smallest denominations nor of the two largest denominations 
were ever issued under the provisions of the act of March 3, 1919. 

The United States Government now prints but three types of paper 
currency, namely. Federal Reserve Notes, Silver Certificates, and United 
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States Notes. The paper currency in general circulation today includes 
all of the denominations referred to in the previous paragraph and in 
addition thereto we have Federal Reserve Notes of the denominations 
of $5,000 and $10,000. 

THE FIRST NOTES — PROPOSALS FOR DESIGNS 

Notwithstanding the fact that S. M. Clark, who subsequently 
became Chief of the First Division of the National Currency Bureau, 
had suggested to Secretary of the Treasury Chase that certain designs 
originally contemplated for use on the United States Currency, be used 
on the new national currency, the Secretary, soon after the passage of 
the original act, invited artists, engravers and others to submit designs 
for the new notes. The conditions under which proposals were to be 
submitted are found in the following official notice which was reprinted 
in Thompson's Bank Note, and Commercial Reporter for April 1863: 

TO ARTISTS, ENGRAVERS AND OTHERS 

DESIGNS FOR NATIONAL CURRENCY NOTES are hereby invited, 
of the denominations of $5, $10, $20, $50, $100, $500, and $1,000, to be issued 
under the Act of Congress authorizing a National Currency, approved 
February 25, 1863. 

The designs must be national in their character: and none will be con- 
sidered that have been used, in whole or in part, upon any currency, bond, 
certificate, or other representative of value, and completed bills must all 
be of the uniform size of seven inches by three inches. 

Designs must be for both the obverse and reverse of the note, and be 
susceptible of receiving upon their obverse the following legend : “National 
Currency, secured by the Bonds of the United States, deposited with the 
Treasurer of the United States,” as well as the signatures of the Treasurer 
of the United States and the Register of the Treasury, together with the 
promise to pay of the association issuing the notes, signed by the Presi- 
dent and Cashier thereof, and their place of redemption. 

The reverse must be susceptible of receiving the following legend: 
“This note is receivable at par in all parts of the United States in pay- 
ment of taxes, excises, and all other dues to the United States, except for 
duties on imports; and also for all salaries and other debts and demands 
owing by the United States to individuals, corporations, and associations, 
within the United States, except interest on public debt.” 

And, also, to have suitable tablets for imprinting the following synopsis 
of Sec. 57 and 58 of the Act authorizing a National Currency, approved 
February 25, 1863: “Every person making or engraving, or aiding to make 
or engrave, or passing or attempting to pass, any imitation or alteration 
of this note; and every person having in possession a plate or impression 
made in imitation of it, or any paper made, in imitation of that on which 
the note is printed, is, by the Act of Congress approved 25th February, 
1863, guilty of felony, and subject to fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding fifteen years at hard labor, or 
both.” 

Designs will be received until the 28th day of March, 1863, and must 
in all cases be accompanied by models or illustrative drawings, and the 
Department reserves the right to reject any or all that may be offered. 
For such designs or parts of designs as may be accepted, suitable com- 
pensation will be paid, not exceeding in the aggregate two hundred dollars 
for each note; and the accepted designs will then become the exclusive 
property of the United States. The designs not accepted will be returned 
to the parties submitting them. 

Proposals will also be received for furnishing dies in accordance with 
the designs; stating the cost of the completed dies, and the date at which 
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they can be furnished; the Secretary reserving the right to accept designs 
or parts of designs, and causing them to be engraved by other parties than 
those submitting the designs, if he deems it for the interest of the Govern- 
ment to do so. In all cases the dies, and all transfers or copies thereof, 
to be the exclusive property of the United States. 

In the selection of designs, special attention will be given to security 
against counterfeiting, and against alterations, as well as to suitableness 
for use as currency. 

Proposals and designs must be enclosed in sealed envelopes, and 
directed to the Secretary of the Treasury, and plainly endorsed, “Designs 
and Proposals for National Currency,” and will be opened on the 28th 
day of March, 1863, at 12 o’clock, M. 

VIGNETTES 

No attempt will be made to describe certain features of these notes 
as the details set forth in the preceding proposals for designs are deemed 
sufficient for that purpose. One distinguishing characteristic is that 
they bear on the left end of the back, a reproduction of the coat of arms 
of the State in which the issuing bank was domiciled. A description 
however of the principal vignettes, which illustrate in most cases some 
memorable event in the history of the United States, may be of interest. 

$1.00 In the center of the face is a vignette representing two females 
clasping right hands before an altar, and is designed to convey the 
idea of the Union re-established over the Altar of our Country, by the 
return of Peace and the aid of Heaven. The picture in the center of the 
back represents the Landing of the Pilgrims. 

$2.00 The vignette on the left end of the face of this note represents 
America, seated on a parapet, unfurling an American flag, sur- 
mounted by a wreath, a ship and buildings in the background, with thir- 
teen stars in the Armament. The picture on the back represents Sir Walter 
Raleigh in 1585, exhibiting corn and tobacco to English lords. 

$5.00 The vignette on the left end of the face of this note represents the 
discovery of the new’ land in 1492, Columbus being the principal of 
a group of flgures on the deck of the Caravel, while the vignette on the 
right end represents Columbus introducing America to Europe, Asia, and 
Africa. The picture on the back represents the Landing 6f Columbus in 
1492. 

$10.00 The vignette on the left end of the face of this note represents 
Franklin with kite in hand experimenting with electricity in 1752. 
His assistant is seated on a rock near him with a Leyden jar in the fore- 
ground. The picture on the back represents De Soto Discovering the 
Mississippi in 1541. 

$20.00 On the left end of the face of this note is a vignette representing 
the Battle at Lexington in 1775, while the vignette on the right 
represents Genius of Liberty unfurling the American Flag, exciting the 
loyalty and enthusiasm of the workmen of the nation to the defense and 
preservation of the Union. The picture on the back represents the Bap- 
tism of Pocahontas. 

$50.00 The vignette on the left end of this note represents Washington 
Crossing the Delaware, while the vignette on the right represents 
a Soldier of the Revolution of 1776 on picket duty. He sees in a vision the 
future glory of this country, typifled by the union of Liberty and Justice 
with Victory, represented by three female flgures in mid-air with Victory 
crowning the whole. The picture on the back represents Departure of the 
Pilgrims from Delft Haven, Holland. 

$100.00 On the left end of the face of this note the vignette represents 
Commodore Perry leaving his flag-ship Lawrence at the Battle of 
Lake Erie. On the right end is a vignette, an Angel, with coronet, on which 
is “Liberty,” a large star forms a brooch, clasping her drapery; her hands 
are extended towards Fasces planted on a rock, and entwined by wreaths 
and belts, the latter bearing “The” and “Union,” at the right, “Maintain 
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It,*' in a burst of sunlight; the whole designed to represent the Genius of 
America invoking the aid of Heaven to maintain and preserve the Union. 
The picture on the back represents the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

$500.00 On the left side of the face of this note is a vignette of a female 
crowned with stars, sitting upon a cannon, sword and anchor rest- 
ing upon same, charts, compass, etc., in foreground, with ship and camp in 
background, with the bow of promise in the heavens and Eagle soaring 
overhead; and is designed to represent the Genius of the American Navy. 
On the right is a vignette representing the arrival of the Steamship Sirius 
in New York Harbor in 1838. The picture on the back represents the 
Surrender of General Burgoyne. 

$1,000.00 The vignette on the left side of the face of this note represents 
General Scott at the head of the army, entering the City of 
Mexico. A vignette of the United States Capitol building is at the right. 
The picture on the back represents Washington Resigning his Commission. 

The foregoing descriptions of vignettes were found in a 35 page 
pamphlet published about 1871 by Laban Heath & Co., of Boston. It 
also contains descriptions of United States Treasury Notes (Greenbacks) 
and the “New Treasury Notes, Series of 1869.“ 

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 

From the date of the first issue of national bank notes in 1863, 
until July, 1875, the entire printing of such notes was done in New York 
City by the American Bank Note Company, the National Bank Note 
Company, and the Continental Bank Note Company, from plates 
engraved by them. They did all the work except what was termed the 
final process of authentication. This included the affixing of the Treas- 
ury seal and the Treasury number, both of which are described later. 
Each company with such exceptions as will hereinafter be noted, com- 
pleted the three printings of the respective denominations prepared by 
them. The face of the note required but one printing, while the back 
required two printings, due to the fact that both green and black work 
appears on the backs of such notes. 

In March, 1875 an act was passed (18 Stat. L., 372) which required 
that the national bank notes be printed on distinctive paper similar to 
that used for printing United States notes and that they be executed with 
not less than three plate-printings. The Secretary of the Treasury was 
required to have executed one or two of such printings by such respon- 
sible and capable and experienced bank note companies as may contract 
for the work at the lowest cost to the Government. In September, 1875 
the plates for the faces of the national bank notes were transferred 
from the bank note companies in New York to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in Washington where the printing of all the faces was 
thereafter done. The affixing of the seal upon the notes by surface- 
printing, and the numbering and trimming continued at the Bureau 
in Washington. Many notes were observed bearing the imprint of a 
New York bank note company, and also in very small type the legend, 
“Printed at the Bureau, Engraving & Printing, Treasury Dept.“ At 
the time of the transfer of the face plates to Washington the plates 
for the two printings upon the backs, except the black backs of the 
five-dollar notes, were allowed to remain with the New York companies. 
The plates for the black backs of the five-dollar notes were, at the 
same time, transferred to the Columbian Bank Note Company in Wash- 
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ington. From these statements it appears that the green backs of the 
five-dollar notes were printed by the Continental Bank Note Company 
in New York, the black backs by the Columbian Bank Note Company 
I in Washington, and the faces by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
in Washington. 

In January, 1877, all the other back plates were removed to the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, thus transferring to the Bureau 
the entire printing of the national bank notes, except the black backs 
upon the five dollar notes. On September 25, 1877 the Treasury Depart- 
ment opened bids for “one impression, by plate-printing, upon all United 
States legal-tender notes and the circulating-notes for national-banking 
associations, . . . .” Seven private companies and the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing submitted bids. The bid of the Bureau was 
lower than that of any of the private companies, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury in a communication addressed to the Bureau, stated that 
after reviewing the bids submitted, “I have concluded that it is my 
duty under the law to leave the whole of this work with your Bureau, 
at least for the present.” Within a period of less than two years all of 
the printing of national bank notes was thereafter done in the Bureau. 
Practically all of the foregoing statements were based on a Report on 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, made by a Committee of Investi- 
gation appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury on June 10, 1877. 

FIRST NOTES ISSUED 

While facilities were available in the National Currency Bureau 
in Washington for printing the new national bank notes, the bank note 
companies located principally in New York City were anxious and 
desirous of undertaking this work in addition to the printing of United 
States currency and bonds then being done by them. Steps were later 
taken to let contracts for printing the national bank notes as evidenced 
by the following statement in the first report of the Comptroller of 
the Currency dated November 28> 1863, (p. 58) : 

The work of preparing the national circulation has been attended with 
unlooked for delays, but it is confidently expected, after the banks already 
organized are supplied, which will probably be accomplished within the 
next two months, that all associations will be furnished with notes within 
thirty days from the time bonds are deposited with the Treasurer. Con- 
tracts have been made with the Continental and American Bank Note 
Companies for engraving the plates for the five, ten, twenty, fifty, and 
one hundred dollar notes, and the printing of the fives and tens has been 
commenced. The delivery will soon follow, and the banks, and through the 
banks the people, will soon be put in possession of the much desired cur- 
rency. 

While the National Currency Act was passed in February, 1863, it 
was not until some four months later that The First National Bank of 
Philadelphia (charter No. 1) opened for business under its provisions. 
The Comptroller related in his report for the year 1873 that the first 
circulating notes were issued December 21, 1863. An interesting side- 
light pertaining to the first issues of these notes is found in an article 
\ by Thomas F. Morris, entitled “Our First National Bank Notes,” in 
The Numismatist, July, 1938, (p. 576). He quotes from the diary of 
Touro Robertson, an official of the Continental Bank Note Company. 
Robertson, under date of December 2, 1863, recorded this entry; “The 
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notes of the First National Bank of Washington will not be ready before 
the middle of next week and they will be the first notes given to the 
public/’ As of January 4, 1864, 139 national banks were in operation 
with circulating notes outstanding of only $30,155. About one year 
later, on January 2, 1865, the number of banks had increased to 638 
and the total notes in circulation amounted to $66,769,375. 

Comptroller of the Currency McCulloch in a letter dated June 16, 
1864 to The Farmers and Mechanics* National Bank of Buffalo (New 
York), which had been chartered on June 2, 1864, stated in part with 
respect to circulating notes: 

We hope to be able to send you lO’s and 20’s in four weeks and 5’s in 
six weeks. 

The Secretary, in whose hands is the direction for preparation of 
plates for ones, twos and threes has not yet ordered them prepared. It 
will probably be six months yet before these notes will be ready. 

As previously stated no threes were ever issued and it will be noted 
later that more than nine months elapsed from the date of the Comp- 
troller’s letter before any ones and twos were placed in circulation. 

PREPARATION OF PLATES 

The art of engraving bank note plates was not new when national 
bank notes were authorized. Jacob Perkins, a versatile inventor and one 
of the illustrious men of his time, born in 1766 at Newburyport, Massa- 
chusetts, was probably best known for his invention of a stereotype steel 
plate for engraving bank notes. In 1806 he published a small pamphlet 
in which he described the case hardened steel dies invented by him from 
which his so-called permanent stereotype steel plates were made by 
means of circular steel rolls and the use of the transfer press. 

The procedure followed in the preparation of plates for the first 
national bank notes issued in 1863, differed little from that developed 
about 60 years before by Perkins. While up to the present time many 
mechanical improvements have taken place in the methods used in 
printing our paper currency, including power-driven presses, neverthe- 
less the general principles originated by Jacob Perkins are still followed. 
The Chief of the Bureau of Engraving in his report for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1875 said that: “The invention of the transfer process 
was an event of great importance to the art of engraving, changing all 
its conditions, and giving to that art a more practical and popular recog- 
nition.” He said further that: “The first transfer press owned by the 
Bureau was built in Newark, New Jersey, and delivered to the Depart- 
ment in the spring of 1863.” 

From 1863 to 1875 practically all of the printing work on the na- 
tional bank notes, as previously stated, was done by private companies in 
New York. In the preparation of the plates from which the final printing 
was made, several different steps appear to have been taken by those 
companies and from information gleaned from many sources the follow- 
ing were probably the more important: 

1. Several different dies or bed-pieces were prepared. They were orig- 
inally flat pieces of soft steel slightly larger than the note itself, upon 
which part of the work would be done by machine and some by skilled 
artists. This would include, among other things, the vignettes, portraits, 
imprint of the manufacturers, denominational counters, ornamental bor- 
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ders, statement as to how secured, and other necessary details. There may 
have been a separate die containing merely the names and titles of the 
Register of the Treasury and Treasurer of the United States in office at 
the time, and a separate die for each national bank containing the cor- 
porate title of the bank, its location, together with the date to appear on 
its notes. These dies with the various designs and details in the intaglio 
or cut-in impressions would be made artificially hard. 

2. The next step would be to transfer the impressions from the several 
hardened steel dies to cylinders of soft steel referred to as steel rolls. This 
was done by means of a transfer press, similar to that devised by Perkins, 
in which the soft steel cylinder would be rolled back and forth over the 
die under great pressure. This operation transferred the engraving in 
reverse from the dies to the rolls, the portions incised on the die would 
then stand out in relief upon the roll. 

3. At this point the impressions from several different steel rolls, after 
hardening, were probably grouped together and “laid down” on a’ lessor 
number of soft steel dies which would be hardened in somewhat the same 
manner as the original dies. From the appropriate die a master steel roll 
could be created for a particular denomination of note. 

4. The master roll would be hardened and we would then have the de- 
pressed portions of the several dies appearing in relief on the roll. From 
this so-called master roll, as many impressions (perfect copies) as might be 
required could be reproduced on steel plates. 

5. The final step in the preparation of the plate, assuming it was for a 
note of the denomination of five dollars, would be to lay down the impres- 
sion four separate times on the soft steel printing plate from the master 
roll and the various rolls containing the name of the particular bank, city 
and state, and check letters. We would then have a four-subject plate 
from which a sheet of four notes of the denomination of five dollars each 
could be printed for a particular bank. 

A detailed description of the methods used in the preparation of 
bank note plates is found in Harper’s New Monthly Magazine for Febru- 
ary, 1862. This article entitled ‘‘Making Money,’’ presents an interesting 
account of the activities of the American Bank Note Company along 
somewhat the same lines as described above. At that time the American 
Bank Note Company, among other activities, printed notes for State 
banks. When a person wished such notes prepared, he was required to 
first show that the bank was legally established, and that he was author- 
ized to procure its plates. The steel rolls were referred to as the types 
from which a portion of a bank note is “set up.’’ It appears from the 
statements made that impressions from several different steel rolls were 
laid down on one plate in a manner similar to that previously described. 
The account relates further that the plate was then passed to the Letter 
Engraving Room where the name and location of the issuing bank was 
engraved on the plate by hand, together with other embellishments by 
several different artists which resulted in their combined efforts appear- 
ing on every note. The notes of such banks varied greatly in general 
appearance, whereas national bank notes of the same denomination and 
series are identical in general appearance. 


BANK NOTE COMPANY IMPRINTS 

Notes of the denominations of one dollar and two dollars were in 
most instances printed from a four-subject plate which provided for three 
one-dollar notes and one two-dollar note. We find upon examining many 
notes of these denominations that the one-dollar notes bear the imprint 
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of the American Bank Note Company while the two-dollar notes bear the 
imprint of the National Bank Note ComiJany. The master die for a one- 
dollar note was probably laid down three times on the printing plate 
while the die for the two-dollar note was laid down but once. From the 
resulting plate a sheet of four notes would be printed, three of which 
would bear the imprint of the American Bank Note Company and one 
the imprint of the National Bank Note Company. Either one of these 
companies could have printed such a sheet of notes, and as a matter of 
fact any other company with suitable equipment could also have done 
the work. A statement that appears to indicate just which company did 
the printing is found in the testimony on October 10, 1867, of Fitch 
Edmunds, President of the National Bank Note Company before the 
Joint (Congressional) Committee on Retrenchment. In response to the 
question “Are you doing any printing for the government now?’* he 
replied, “Yes, we print the national currency notes here, and all the legal 
tenders.” 

There was without doubt a close community of interests between the 
American Bank Note Company and the National Bank Note Company. 
W. L. Ormsby in his Cycloidal Configurations or the Harvest of Counter- 
feiters, {circa 1862), referred to the business interests of these two com- 
panies as being “identically the same.” Another indication of close rela- 
tionship is found in a communication dated March 3, 1862 and addressed 
to the Secretary of the Treasury in which the American Bank Note 
Company and the National Bank Note Company submitted a joint pro- 
posal with respect to furnishing United States notes and bonds wherein 
they agreed to cooperate with their united facilities in expediting the 
work of the government. Another such joint proposal was made under 
date of March 31, 1862 for furnishing $25,000,000 coupon bonds and a 
like amount of registered bonds to the United States Government. Mr. 
Edmunds, at the investigation referred to above, when interrogated with 
respect to competition between his company and the American Bank 
Note Company, indicated in effect that they had no agreement as to 
prices, and stated that “It is merely an agreement that we shall be en- 
titled each to about an equal amount of the government’s business, and 
that we will cooperate and each receive its pay for what it does.” 

The “Banking House and Counting Room Edition,” of Heath’s In- 
fallible Government Counterfeit Detector, 1866, shows, with permission 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, reproductions in colors from original 
plates, of portions of vignettes and denominational counters found on all 
denominations of national bank notes. These illustrations indicate that 
the plates, from which the five-dollar notes were printed, were engraved 
by the Continental Bank Note Company; plates for notes of the following 
denominations, ten, twenty, fifty, and one hundred dollars, were the work 
of the American Bank Note Company ; while the plates for the notes of 
the denominations of five hundred dollars and one thousand dollars were 
engraved by the National Bank Note Company. 

CHECK LETTERS 

The early national bank notes have imprinted upon them in two 
places a capital letter, known as the check letter, which indicates the 
position of a particular note on the engraved plate. On most of these 
early notes we find the letters. A, B, C, and D in that order when the 
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four notes on a particular plate are of the same denomination. On a 
plate consisting of the denominations 10-10-10-20, the check letters were 
usually as follows, in this order, A-B-C-A; while on a 20-20-50-100 plate, 
check letters would be found in this order, A-B-A-A. While the official 
records do not indicate the exact method used, the foregoing comments 
will serve to illustrate the general plan that was followed. 

A somewhat similar practice was in use prior to the inception of 
national bank notes, in the printing of State bank notes. For example 
under date of January 6, 1800, the Cash Journal of the Bank of the Man- 
hattan Company, New York City, shows a credit to, “Bank Notes of 
Thirty Dollars. (Emission of 1799) For 100 Sheets of 4 notes each let- 
tered A. B. C. D. and numbered 1 to 100, dated August 1st 1799, payable 
to G. Washington.” This may have followed a practice established many 
years before, of imprinting upon strips of lottery tickets a series of 
“check” letters. It was probably done in such cases to prevent the fraudu- 
lent alternation of the handwritten numbers on such tickets. An example 
is found on a complete uncut strip of seven lottery tickets issued by the 
Society for the Establishment of Useful Manufactures (Paterson, New 
Jersey) in 1794. Reading from top to bottom the seven tickets are num- 
bered from 5625 to 5631 inclusive and bear respectively the following 
check letters, N-E-W-Y-O-R-K. Another example is found on a complete 
strip of five tickets for a lottery conducted in 1814 for Queen’s College, 
New Jersey (now Rutgers University). These tickets bear respectively 
the letters G-U-A-R-D in the order given. If a number was changed on 
any one of such tickets to that of a winning number, the letter thereon 
would not “check” against the stub or other record of such tickets. 

The statement was made in the United States Counterfeit Detector 
for January, 1886, (p. 13) that; “All banks have the check letters. A, 
B, C, D, printed on the face of the note in upper and lower corners diag- 
onally opposite.” This same account states further that: “A few banks 
were furnished with notes bearing the check letters, E, F, G, and H, 
. . . .” We find in Underwood's Counterfeit Reporter, for November- 
December, 1891, (p. 24) the names of 33 national banks with a statement 
to the effect that in addition to check letters on the original plates (A-B- 
C-D) they (the banks listed) also have plates with the check letters, 
D-E-F-G, in several different combinations of denominations, no one note 
being of a less denomination than five dollars. This article indicates that 
the only exceptions to the use of the letters “A-B-C-D,” were with respect 
to the 33 banks included in the list. One note was observed with the 
check letter “E” being the issue of The Citizens National Bank of Cin- 
cinnati (charter No. 2495), which bank is not included in the list men- 
tioned. No reference was made to the use of check letter “H,” referred 
to above. It is quite probable that the above quotations pertain mainly 
to notes of the Series of 1882. 

The paper currency in use today is printed from a twelve-subject 
plate with six notes all of the same denomination, side by side. The 
check letters run from “A” to “L,” with the letter “A” on the top note on 
the left side and then downward to the letter “F,” and the letters “G” 
to “L,” are found on the six subjects in a like order on the right side of 
each sheet. 

The foregoing comments illustrate the general pattern followed, 
although it is difficult to establish the exact position of notes of certain 
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denominations on a particular plate due to the availability of plates with 
several different combinations of denominations. For example on a sheet 
of four notes of the 20-20-20-20 combination there would probably be 
found the check letters A-B-C-D; while on a sheet of the 10-10-20-20 
combination would be found the check letters, A-B-A-B. In the first 
illustration the “A** and “B” twenty-dollar notes are found in the first 
and second positions on the plate while in the latter case the ‘‘A” and 
“B’’ notes are found in the third and fourth positions. Other variations 
may occur in the 10-10-20-50 combination in which we may find the 
twenty-dollar “A’* note in the third position, and in the 10-20-50-100 com- 
bination the twenty-dollar “A” note would probably be found in the sec- 
ond position. By referring to the Treasury Numbering System described 
later, one could no doubt ascertain the kind of plate from which a par- 
ticular note was printed, and its location on the plate, by means of the 
prefix letters or the absence of such letters. An exception however to the 
foregoing statement should be pointed out in the case of the “A” sets of 
the 10-10-10-10 and the 10-10-10-20 combinations of the Series of 1875. 

PLATE NUMBERS 

These early notes do not carry a face and back plate serial number 
such as are used at the present time. An uncut sheet consisting of three 
one-dollar notes and one two-dollar note was observed with numbers at 
the top of the untrimmed edges on the front and back. The plate from 
which this sheet was printed bore the usual register marks in order to 
properly align the printing of the faces and backs. Such marks were 
also used when a two-color print job was involved. On this sheet we find 
“124’* to the right of the register mark on the face of the note, while on 
the back of the note, the number “21” is found to the left of the register 
mark and “13” to the right. The backs of these notes were printed in 
two colors, black and green, and one of these numbers was no doubt that 
of the plate from which the black impression was printed while the other 
was that of the plate from which the green impression was printed. 

SERIAL NUMBERS AND PLATE IMPRESSIONS 

Two different serial numbers are found on the early national bank 
notes; (1) the “Treasury number,” representing an accumulating total 
for control purposes, of sheets generally printed from a four-subject 
plate, for each particular denomination or combination of denominations 
issued by all banks; and (2) the “bank number,” representing an accumu- 
lating total of similar sheets of a particular denomination or combination 
of denominations, issued by a particular bank. Each note on a particular 
sheet bore respectively the same Treasury number and the same bank 
number; a practice known aS repeat numbering. The Treasury number 
in the case of the one-dollar and two-dollar notes is found in a vertical 
position at the extreme left end of these notes, while the bank number 
is found in a horizontal position in the upper right hand corner. In the 
case of the five-dollar and ten-dollar notes, the Treasury number is found 
in a horizontal position in the upper right hand corner while the bank 
number is found in a like position in the lower left hand comer. This 
numbering practice was somewhat similar to that followed with respect 
to State bank notes, although a sheet of such notes usually carried only 
one number, comparable to the bank number. Our present day paper 
currency, as previously stated, is printed from a twelve-subject plate and 
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each note on a particular sheet bears a different serial number ; a practice 
known as consecutive numbering. 

The numbering machine in use during the period under review ap- 
pears to have been limited to six digits as contrasted to the present lim- 
itation of eight digits. There were however several instances, as de- 
scribed later, where the records indicate that the last sheet of notes bore 
'*1,000,000” as the Treasury number in certain sets of notes of the Series 
of 1875. When the limit was reached it was necessary to resort to the 
use of some sort of prefix or suffix or both. In instances where a number 
consisted of less than six digits, it was not preceded by one or more 
ciphers as is the present practice. No problem was apparent with respect 
to the bank number, as the number of sheets of a particular denomina- 
tion or combination of denominations furnished to a particular bank does 
not appear to have exceeded at any time what may have been the ma- 
chine maximum of one less than one million (999999). In June, 1874, 
George B. McCartee, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
made certain statements before the House Committee on Banking and 
Currency, and among other things informed the Committee that: *‘The 
bank numbers on the national-bank currency are printed by the New 
York Bank Note Companies, and they are often crooked and indistinct.” 
A comparison of both of the numbers on notes of the Original Series dis- 
tinctly indicates that the Treasury number and the bank number were 
printed from different styles of type. With the inception of notes of the 
Series of 1875 a new series of hank numbers began, in the case of some 
banks. At this time all of the work on the face of the notes was being 
done in Washington and a comparison of both of the numbers on notes 
of the Series of 1875 distinctly indicates that the Treasury number and 
the bank number were then printed from the same style of type. 

With respect to the Treasury number, several series or sets of num- 
bers appear to have been used in approximately this order; (a) two sets 
(of different colors) without either a prefix letter or a suffix, (b) several 
sets with different prefix letters and without a suffix, (c) a few sets with 
different prefix letters, a part of which were without a suffix and a part 
with a parenthesis as a suffix, (d) several sets with different prefix let- 
ters and a parenthesis as a suffix, (e) several sets, part of which were 
without either a prefix or sufilx and part with a letter as a prefix, and 
(f) several sets with different prefix letters and a brace as a suffix. The 
last mentioned group (f) is confined exclusively to notes of the Series 
of 1875. 

The schedules which follow attempt to show the various combina- 
tions of denominations that were issued, the color of the Treasury num- 
ber, whether or not a prefix letter or suffix was used, the letters used as 
prefixes, the characters used as prefixes and suffixes or merely as suffixes, 
and certain other details that may be of interest. Due to the many vari- 
ations found, it is difficult to make definite statements with respect to the 
Treasury numbers, especially with reference to the use of the parenthesis 
as a suffix and the fact that its use is not indicated in the official regis- 
ters. There was at least one set where the Treasury number was 
enclosed in parentheses. Such observations as are made with respect to 
the use of the parenthesis or parentheses are based on the examination 
of a number of notes still in existence. Notes are referred to in the sched- 
ules as having been issued in sets, and a complete set in most cases in- 
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eludes approximately one million sheets of four notes each. It will be 
noted that there were several sets of the Original Series numbered in 
both red and blue without either a prefix letter or a sufldx. The records 
clearly indicate that the first set of notes issued in most of the combina- 
tions was numbered in red, with a set numbered in blue foUowing 
directly thereafter. 

As previously stated notes were in most instances printed from a 
four-subject plate. There were also half or two-subject plates and in a 
few instances plates of one subject. The records also indicate that in four 
cases one, two, and three notes were printed from plates of more than 
one subject. In the foUowing schedules, (R) indicates a red Treasury 
number and (B) indicates a blue Treasury number.

(R) This set without a prefix letter or suffix began March 28, 
1865 with No. 9 and ended October 4, 1865 with No. 999413. 

(B) This set without a prefix letter or suffix began October 4, 
1865 with No. 9 and ended March 23, 1866 with No. 999693. 

(R) This set began March 23, 1866 with the letter “A” as a prefix. 
It was followed by sets B, C, D, and E in that order. Set 
“A” appears to have been issued without a suffix, w^hile part 
of the “B” set appears to have been issued without a suffix 
and part with a parenthesis as a suffix. The three other sets 
appear to have had a parenthesis as a suffix. Set “E” ended 
on August 19, 1875. For some unexplained reason all seven 
of the aforementioned sets began with sheet No. 9 and ended 
a few numbers short of one million except the set which 
ended with No. 543882. 

(B) This set with the prefix letter “A," appears to have been used 
by only four banks between September 28, 1866 and July 10, 
1875 ; the banks involved having been The Washington County 
National Bank of Greenwich (New York) charter No. 1266, 
The West Chester County National Bank of Peekskill (New 
York) charter No. 1422, The Merchants National Bank of 
Bangor (Maine) charter No. 1437, and The Cfity National 
Bank of Manchester (New Hampshire) charter No. 1520. Im- 
pressions slightly in excess of 20,000 were registered. 

(R) This set of only 500 impressions was received from the en- 
gravers on March 21, 1865 for the account of The First Na- 
tional Bank of Philadelphia (charter No. 1). The records 
indicate that these notes were delivered to the Cashier of the 
bank for cancellation on June 14, 1867. 

(R) This set without a prefix began December 18, 1863 with No. 9 
and ended July 28, 1864 with No. 999152. 

(B) This set without a prefix began July 29, 1864 with No. 9 and 
ended January 21, 1865 with No. 999870. 

(R) The two aforementioned sets were followed by eleven sets 
with prefix letters. A, B, C, D, E, H, K, L, N, P, and U. The 
first three appear to have been issued without suffixes, while 
part of sets “D” and “E” appear to have been issued without 
suffixes and part with a parenthesis as a suffix. The other six 
sets all appear to have had a parenthesis as a suffix. The “A’" 
set began on January 24, 1865 and the “U” set ended on 
August 11, 1875. All of the sets of this 5-5-5-5 combination 
began with sheet No. 9 and ended a few numbers short of 
one million, except the last which ended with No. 547896.

The “A’* set began November 21, 
1867 and the “D” set ended August 13, 1875. All of the sets 
of these 10-10-10-20 combinations began with No. 22 and 
ended a few numbers short of one million, except the last 
which ended with No. 812569. 


The foregoing comments refer with few exceptions to plates that 
were in most common use. There follows herewith a description of sev- 
eral miscellaneous plates of the Original Series together with informa- 
tion as to the practice followed in numbering notes printed therefrom. 
Sheets printed from these plates were relatively few in number, that is 
not in excess of one million in any one set.

There were two sets of this combination with prefix letters A 
and B. The first set started October 16, 1875 with No. 1 and ended 
September 24, 1877 with No. 1000000. The second set started Oc- 
tober 25, 1875 with No. 1 and ended December 13, 1878 with No. 
665054. 

Notes of this combination, of which but 1250 impressions were 
made with the prefix letter “A,” were issued by only two banks. 
The Washington County National Bank of Greenwich (New York) 
issued sheets No. 1 to 750 inclusive, while The West Chester 
County National Bank of Peekskill (New York) issued sheets No. 
751 to 1250 inclusive. It will be noted that these are two of the 
four banks that issued the rare 1-1-2-2 combination in the Orig- 
inal Series. 

This was the most popular and most widely used plate combina- 
tion of early national bank notes and resulted in twelve sets being 
issued with prefix letters in the following order; A, B, D, E, H, 
on July 10, 1885 and continued until July 19, 1893. The “Y" set 
began on the last mentioned date and was used until February 20, 
1902. In the later years its use was confined mostly to banks that 
had been chartered in 1882 and a few years prior thereto; the last 
notes issued (No. 587088) having been the obligation of The Com- 
mercial National Bank of Pittsburgh (Pennsylvania), charter No. 
2711. All sets of this combination except “Y,** started with No. 1 
and ended with No. 1000000. 

This set with the prefix letter “A” began September 28, 1875 with 
No. 1 and continued until January 15, 1902. In the later years its 
use was similar to that of the “Y-5-5-5-5” set previously described; 
the last notes issued (No. 981026) having been the obligations of 
The Lebanon National Bank (Indiana), charter No. 2660. 

This was a popular plate combination and was issued in six sets 
with prefix letters A, B, D, E, H, and K in that order. The first 
set began October 2, 1875 and the “H” set ended March 27, 1885. 
The same situation prevailed in the “K” set of this combination 
as was previously described with respect to the “Y-5-5-5-5'' set 
and the “A-10-10-10-10” set. The “K'' set began March 27, 1885 
and ended February 20, 1902; the last notes issued having been the 
K, N, U, V, X, Z, and Y. The “A” set began on September 17, 
1875 and the “X” set ended on July 10, 18^. The “Z” set began 
obligations of The First National Bank of Hebron (Nebraska), 
charter No. 2756. All sets in this combination, except the last, 
began with No. 1 and ended with No. 1000000.

Sixteen other plates of this series are described below. In no case 
was more than one set of notes printed therefrom. They all had a red 
Treasury number, the letter “A" as a prefix, and the brace (J-) as a 
suffix.

The only set in the foregoing group that calls for any special com- 
ment is the “50-100” combination. It continued to be used until October 
7, 1901 in the same manner as the last set in each of the three combina- 
tions previously described; the last notes in this set having been the 
obligations of The Exchange National Bank of Atchison (Kansas), 
charter No. 2758. 


SIGNATURE COMBINATIONS 

A statutory requirement made it necessary that certain legends on 
national bank notes, “be attested by the written or engraved signatures 
of the treasurer and register, ...” One might reason that these signature 
combinations, together with the serial numbers, would present certain 
clues to indicate the year in which a particular note was issued. Such 
however, as explained below, was not the case. The following table from 
a schedule prepared by W. A. Philpott, Jr., of Dallas, Texas, shows the 
names of the registers of the Treasury and the treasurers of the United 
States who served during the period under review, together with the 
dates that each of the nine different combined tenures of office began 
and ended. It may serve a useful purpose in examining notes still extant.

All of the combinations listed above as well as others of later dates, 
are found on national bank notes of the two series under review. 
Apparently some notes were prepared in all details except for the num- 
bers and seal which were probably affixed shortly before their issue. 
Four ten-dollar notes, all of the Scofield-Gilfillan combination (1878- 
1881) and in the “K” set, were found to have been numbered and regis- 
tered as follows: (1) No. 241,482 on April 23, 1889; (2) No. 600,608 on 
August 22, 1894; (3) No. 658,508 on January 13, 1896; and (4) No. 
897,072 on April 4, 1900. The first two notes mentioned were the issue 
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of the same bank. These variations are probably accounted for by the 
banks of issue having had a stock of notes on hand with the Comptroller 
of the Currency far in excess of their normal requirements. 

This was probably not an unusual situation. It was the practice of 
the Comptroller from time to time to furnish each bank with a schedule 
showing currency “received for, issued to and on hand.** Under date of 
September 13, 1867, the president of one such bank in certifying such a 
schedule, stated: “The above statement is correct according to our books 
and we shall not want any more impressions printed for a long time.** 
This officer indicated further that the supply of notes on hand at that 
time for his bank was sufficient for several years to come. From these 
statements it is quite likely that notes of this particular bank were placed 
in circulation after the combined tenure of office of a certain register 
and treasurer (whose signatures appeared thereon) had terminated. 

CHARTER NUMBERS 

Each national bank upon perfecting its organization is assigned, in 
successive order, a number known as the charter number. The “charter 
date’* of a particular bank coincides with the date that the Comptroller

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of the Currency executes its “Certificate of Authority to Commence 
Business/’ which certificate is generally understood to be the charter of 
such bank. The First National Bank of Philadelphia, the first national 
bank to perfect its organization, was assigned charter No. 1 in June 1863. 
Numbers now being assigned to new national banks exceed 14,600. All 
national bank notes of the Series of 1875 (and a few issued prior thereto) 
and all such notes issued subsequent thereto carried on their face the 
charter number assigned to the issuing bank. 

The date on any such note, as discussed later, appears to bear little 
relationship (in most instances) to the date of execution of the certificate 
of authority of the bank of issue to commence business. Such dates tend 
to mislead one as to when a particular bank was established. In order 
that the calendar year in which a particular bank completed its organi- 
zation might be ascertained by means of the charter number, there is 
presented herewith a schedule which sets forth the charter number of 
the last bank chartered in each calendar year from 1863 to 1938 inclu- 
sive. This covers the entire period during which national banks were 
authorized to issue circulating notes. 

National bank notes of the Series of 1875 no doubt came into exist- 
ence through the amendment of the National Currency Act of June 20, 
1874 (18 Stat, L,, 124) which provided in part, “That the Comptroller 
of the Currency shall, . . . cause the charter-number of the association to 
be printed upon all national-bank notes which may be hereafter issued 
by him.” The Comptroller of the Currency in his report dated November 
23, 1874, (p. XIV) stated that: “The new notes are being issued with the 
charter-number conspicuously printed upon them in two places, which 
will hereafter greatly simplify and lessen the labor of assorting them.” 

The charter number of the issuing bank in letters about a quarter 
of an inch high (approximately 24-point) was generally overprinted 
from type in deep red on the right side of the note in a horizontal 
position and on the left side of the note in a vertical position. Under 
the charter number and only on the left side in smaller letters (about 
8-point) appeared the legend “Series of 1875,” except as hereinafter 
explained. The form of type used for the charter number might be 
described as expanded boldface of a distinct and unusual style, designed 
primarily to lessen the labor of assorting them, that being their 
principal purpose. The Treasury numerical series of notes that carries 
the letter “A” as a prefix and the brace as a suffix apears to have had 
its origin when the practice of imprinting charter numbers on notes 
became a statutory requirement. 

A rare variation from the above described practice was found with 
respect to five-dollar notes upon which the charter numbers were 
imprinted in black. Those observed were the issues of the following

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We find on these notes signature combinations that occurred during 
the period from June 30, 1875, to March 23, 1878. Note No. 2 is dated 
January 15, 1874, and note No. 3 is dated May 15, 1874, both dates being 
shortly after the date that the respective banks were chartered. These 
two notes becir a Treasury number with the letter “V’* as a prefix and 
a brace as a suffix. It is not unlikely that other variations with respect 
to the type and location of charter numbers may have occurred during 
the period under review. As previously stated the charter numbers 
were overprinted from type, which practice lent itself to innumerable 
variations in the location of such numbers. One rather common variation 
w’as found on notes of the Original Series which carried the charter 
number in the same style of type and location as referred to above. 
One such note was observed that had been entered in the Register of 
Numbers under date of September 13, 1873. This may indicate the 
approximate date that this practice began. 

DATES 

The various dates found on these notes, frequently and erroneously 
referred to as charter dates, present some interesting questions. While 
it is not possible to make a definite or general statement with respect 
to such dates, an examination and comparison of a number of such 
notes with the official records indicates that no uniform pattern was 
followed. As previously stated, there was some delay in the beginning 
on the part of the bank note companies and no notes were placed in 
circulation until December 21, 1863, which date was nearly six months 
after the date that some of the banks issuing such notes opened for 
business. The earliest date found on any such note is November 2, 1863. 

The first report of condition of any national bank was rendered as 
of October 1, 1863, when sixty-five banks answered the call. It is 
reasonable to assume that at least that number of banks had been 
chartered prior to the earliest date found on any national bank note. 
Several different dates were observed on notes issued in the following 
year, one of which was identical with the date upon which the particular 
bank was chartered, while in 5 other cases the dates on the respective 
notes were from 2 to 13 days subsequent to the dates that the respective 
banks were chartered. In a sampling of five-dollar notes being the 
issues of 16 different banks that were chartered between October, 1870, 
and October, 1872, the dates on such notes were found to range from 
4 to 55 days subsequent to the respective dates that such banks were 
chartered. A five hundred dollar note (Original Series) of The Appleton 
National Bank of Lowell (Massachusetts), chartered April 7, 1864, is 
dated May 10, 1865, while a note of like denomination (Series of 1875) 
of The First National Bank of the City of New York, chartered July 21, 
1863, is dated March 25, 1876. 

While notes of the denominations of one dollar and two dollars 
were authorized by the act of June, 1864, the earliest date found on 
notes of these denominations is January 2, 1865. Of 14 notes examined 
with that date, 2 were the issues of banks that had been chartered in 
1863 while the balance were issues of banks that had been chartered 
in 1864. In a sampling of notes of the same denominations being the 
issues of 18 different banks that were chartered between October, 
1870, and December, 1874, the dates on 15 of such notes were found to 
range from 1 to 83 days subsequent to the respective dates that such 
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banks were chartered. In the other 3 cases the dates preceded the 
respective charter dates; one by 1 day, another by 2 days, and the 
third by 15 days. 

From the foregoing comment one can readily see that no definite 
statement can be made with respect to the practice followed in dating 
such notes. Banks were required to place orders for the engraving of 
plates with the Comptroller of the Currency, which orders were sub- 
sequently forwarded to the bank note companies in New York for 
execution. Comptroller of the Currency McCulloch, in a circular (No. 
20) to all national banks, dated September 15, 1864, stated in part that: 

It is desirable to have on file in this ofiBce, formal orders for the 
printing of all notes prepared for the use of national banks. Orders for 
printing will be received, and circulating notes prepared, in anticipation 
of future deposit of bonds, . . . . , and all orders should be for even 
hundreds of impressions. 

It may be that the dates on some of these notes have a direct 
relationship to the dates on such orders or the date that a particular 
order was received by or executed by the bank note company. It may 
have been the date that the engraver completed his work on the die for 
a particular bank. In those cases referred to above where the dates on 
certain notes preceded the respective charter dates, there can be no 
doubt that orders were placed for the engraving of plates prior to the 
date that such banks perfected their organization. 

Several notes were observed (in addition to one previously 
described) that were dated several years after the bank was chartered 
and many years before notes of the psu'ticular bank were registered and 
issued. One such case pertains to a ten-dollar note in the '‘K” set of 
the Series of 1875. It is the issue of The Franklin National Bank (New 
Hampshire) chartered December 20, 1879; the note is dated April 22, 
1884, charter No. 2443, it bears a signature combination that occurred 
between April 1883 and April 1885, and was not entered in the 
“Register of Circulation Delivered to Banks” until November 9, 1897. 
A case of “late” registration pertains to a ten-dollar note of the same 
set and series. It is the issue of The Citizens National Bank of Cincinnati 
(Ohio) chartered November 1, 1880; the note is dated November 26, 
1880, charter No. 2495, it bears a signature combination that occurred 
between April 1878 and May 1881, and was not entered in the register 
until August 14, 1893. Another case of “late” registration pertains 
to a note of like denomination, set, and series. It is the issue of The 
Fourth National Bank of Grand Rapids (Michigan) chartered January 
9, 1882; the note is dated January 9, 1882, charter No. 2611, it bears 
a signature combination that occurred between May 1881 and March 
1883, and was not entered in the register until May 10, 1900. It will 
be observed that the three notes described above were all of the “K” 
set (Series of 1875) which began on March 27, 1885 and ended 
February 20, 1902 ; their charter numbers being respectively 2443, 
2495, and 2611. 

The charters of more than 300 banks organized under the original 
National Currency Act, were to expire in February, 1883, according to 
the report of the Comptroller of the Currency dated December 4, 1882. 
The Comptroller had in the previous year recommended legislation to 
provide for the extension of such charters (and all others as they 
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expired) for a period of twenty years, this being the same period of 
existence provided for banks organized under the act of June, 1864. 
The act of July 12, 1882, (22 Stat, L., 163) in providing for the extension 
of charters for an additional twenty years, required the redemption of 
all outstanding circulation issued prior to such extension of charters, 
and new notes, distinguishable from the old notes, were to be issued in 
lieu thereof. This resulted in a new series of notes (Series of 1882) 
coming into existence. Accordingly all new banks organized subsequent 
to July 12, 1882, and all banks whose charters were extended subsequent 
to that date appear to have issued notes of the new series while all 
other banks appear to have issued notes of the Series of 1875 until 
their respective charters expired. The charter numbers of banks in the 
latter group ranged downward from approximately 2756. An illustra- 
tion of this situation is found in the 10-10-10-20 combination of notes 
of the Series of 1875 (previously described) issued by The First 
National Bank of Hebron (Nebraska), charter No. 2756. This bank, 
originally chartered in July, 1882, issued notes of the combination 
stated above until February 20, 1902. In June, 1902 its original charter 
was extended for twenty years. 


SEAL 

The seal imprinted on the Original Series of national bank notes, 
commonly referred to as the ‘‘red seal with rays,’' is about three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter and has for its interior on a ground of geometric 
lathework a facsimile of the seal adopted by the Treasury Department 
for its documents. Upon this interior portion appears the familiar 
shield showing the balanced scales representing Justice, a key repre- 
senting Honesty, and a square representing Security, upon which is 
arranged on its two sides thirteen stars representing the original thirteen 
States. Around this shield appears the inscription, THESAUR AMER. 
SEPTENT. SIGIL., which translated reads, “Seal of the Treasury of 
North America.” The exterior of the seal is composed of thirty-four 
points designed to be typical of the thirty-four States (at that time), 
and to simulate the appearance of seals ordinarily affixed to public 
documents. 

The design was changed when notes of the Series of 1875 were 
issued. The seal used on this series, commonly referred to as the “red 
seal with scallops,” is slightly larger in diameter and has for its 
interior the same design as that found on notes of the Original Series. 
The facsimile of the Treasury seal in this instance is surrounded by a 
series of scalloped rosettes, twelve in number, part of which was 
engraved upon the dies by means of the geometric lathe. This style 
of seal, with slight variations, was used for many years thereafter on 
several different issues of United States currency. 

NOTES OUTSTANDING 

National bank notes in circulation appear to have reached the 
high point in February, 1934 when more than 941 million dollars were 
reported as outstanding. On July 22, 1932, an act was passed providing 
for the expiration on July 22, 1935, of the circulation privilege conferred 
on United States bonds. Two issues of bonds eligible as security at 
that time were called for payment, as of July 1, 1935 and August 1, 
1935, and as a result of their payment there are no longer any bonds 
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eligible to be deposited with the Treasurer of the United States as 
security for the issuance of circulating notes to national banking 
associations. The total notes outstanding as of June 30, 1935, was 
about 708 million dollars. Since that date the total has steadily declined 
and as of August 31, 1948, the total national bank notes outstanding 
have been reduced to $97,862,311. 

Without doubt many of these notes will never be presented for 
redemption, some of which have been in circulation nearly 85 years. 
Relatively few notes, in relation to the number outstanding, are held 
by collectors and the story of what has happened to many of them 
would make interesting reading. As previously stated, notes of the 
two smallest denominations were not issued after 1878, and notes of 
the two largest denominations were not issued after 1884-1885. Some 
statistics with respect to notes of these denominations may be of interest. 

There were 23,167,677 notes of the denomination of one dollar 
issued and placed in circulation. As of October 31, 1879, ten months 
after the issue and reissue of such notes had been prohibited by statute, 
3,569,200 were outstanding; as of October 31, 1898, this number had 
been reduced to 349,181; during approximately the next fifty years 
only 9,343 one-dollar notes were redeemed; and as of August 31, 1948, 
339,838 notes of this denomination were reported as outstanding. 

There were 7,747,519 notes of the denomination of two dollars 
issued and placed in circulation. As of October 31, 1879, ten months 
after the issue and reissue of such notes had been prohibited by statute, 
1,246,249 were outstanding; as of October 31, 1898, this number had 
been reduced to 84,101; during approximately the next fifty years only 
3,213 two-dollar notes were redeemed; and as of August 31, 1948, 80,888 
notes of this denomination were reported as outstanding. 

Some of the history relating to national bank notes of the denomi- 
nations of five hundred dollars and one thousand dollars may arouse 
more curiosity than that with respect to notes of smaller denominations. 
The printing of notes of the denomination of five hundred dollars as 
previously stated was discontinued in October 1885; up to that time 
23,924 such notes had been issued and 1,197 were then outstanding; 
during the next twenty years the number of outstanding notes of this 
denomination was reduced by redemptions to 185; between October 31, 
1905 and May 31, 1937, only 12 notes were redeemed and none since, 
leaving 173 five-hundred-dollar notes still outstanding. The writer 
knows of the existence of three notes of this denomination. 

The story of the one thousand dollar notes presents a surprising 
situation. The printing of notes of this denomination as previously 
stated was discontinued in 1884 and up to that time 7,379 such notes 
had been placed in circulation, while only 213 were then outstanding. 
During the next twenty years 189 such notes were redeemed; between 
October 31, 1905 and December 31, 1916, three such notes were 
redeemed and none since, leaving 21 one-thousand dollars notes still 
outstanding. Where are they? Who has them? None is known by the 
writer to be in the hands of collectors or in existence. Albert A. 
Grinnell of Detroit, Michigan, who up to recently had what was perhaps 
the most comprehensive collection of United States paper currency 
ever assembled, was an active collector for more than twenty years and 
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never had an opportunity to acquire a specimen of either of these 
large denominations. 

Many of the notes of the smaller denominations have no doubt 
been destroyed by fire, lost at sea, buried and forgotten and probably 
the same fate has befallen some of the outstanding notes of the larger 
denominations. It must be remembered that the general circulation 
of these notes occurred during the reconstruction period following the 
Civil War and it is not unlikely that many of them passed out of 
existence during that period.

EUROPEAN CROWNS 1700-1800 

II. SPAIN 

By John S. Davenport, A.N.A. LM No. 44 

Spain’s modern history begins in 1469 with the marriage of Isa- 
bella of Castile and Leon to her cousin Ferdinand of Aragon. Isabella 
inherited her throne from her brother in 1474 and Ferdinand his from 
his father in 1479. When the joint sovereigns in 1492 subjugated 
Granada, the last Mohammedan state in the peninsula, and Ferdinand 
acquired Roussillon in 1493 from France and captured Spanish Navarre 
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in 1512 from his half-sister’s family, Spain was territorially intact. 
Unfortunately the sovereigns’ only son died, auid on Ferdinand’s death 
in 1516 the succession went to his eldest daughter’s oldest son. Charles 
was a Habsburg and succeeded his grandfather Maximilian I as Holy 
Roman Emperor in 1519. Henceforth for nearly two centuries under 
their Habsburg rulers Spain was to be embroiled in European politics 
from which she benefited not at all and which helped to produce her 
gradual decline. Charles H, the last of the Habsburgs, died a childless 
imbecile in 1700, leaving the throne to the duke of Anjou, grandson 
of Louis XIV of France and of Charles’ half sister Maria Theresa. 

Louis XIV’s decision to allow his seventen year old grandson to 
inherit the Spanish throne brought on the War of the Spanish Succes- 
sion, which was concluded only in 1713 by the Peace of Utrecht. Spain 
lost Gibraltar and Minorca and all possessions in Italy and the Nether- 
lands. Philip was obliged to reduce various sections of Spain by force 
of arms, and in the process abolished many of the local privileges prev- 
iously retined. The king’s second wife, Elizabeth Farnese of Parma, 
whom he married in 1714, dominated both the king and Spain’s foreign 
policy in an effort to restore Spanish influence in Italy. She did succeed 
in providing Italian thrones for two of her sons. Besides Philips* Span- 
ish coinage of 8 reales, which extended from 1704 to 1740, pieces of 
the same size were issued in his name as Duke of Brabant in ducatons 
and patagons from 1703-1706 ; as Count of Flanders, a patagon of 1705 ; 
as King of Naples and Sicily, ducats from 1701 to 1708; and as Duke 
of Milan, a filippo of 1702. 

Philip was succeeded by the second son of his first marriage 
Ferdinand VI, who reigned from 1746 to 1759. 

Ferdinand was followed by his half brother, Charles III (1759-1788). 
Charles, Elizabeth Farnese’s oldest son, had been King of Naples and 
Sicily since 1735, and abdicated that throne in favor of his eight year 
old younger son Ferdinand in order to become king of Spain. His policy 
was long pro-French and anti-English and he did manage to recover 
some lost Spanish territory during the war of American independence. 
At home his policies seem to have been on the whole enlightened and 
productive of good for Spain. 

Unfortunately, Charles’s son, Charles IV (1788-1808), inherited his 
father’s despotism without his enlightenment. He was dull to the point 
of imbecility and remained most of his life under the influence of his 
narrow-minded and unfaithful wife, Maria Luisa of Parma. 

The French Revolution put an end to the French alliance, but 
hatred of England pushed Spain into a new alliance with republican 
France, which lasted until the fall of the queen’s favorite and lover 
Godoy, Prince of the Peace, in 1798. Napoleon restored Godoy in 1801 
and Spain became more than ever a vasal to France. Finally Napoleon 
disposed of the Bourbon dynasty entirely and set up his brother Jerome 
as king of Spain in 1808. 

The coat of arms on the obverse of the pieces of Philip V is made 
up of the arms of Castile and Leon in the upper left quarter, Aragon 
and Sicily in the upper right, Old and New Burgundy below, Brabant, 
Tyrol, and Flanders at the bottom, with the Bourbon lilies in the center. 
The arms for Charles III include at upper left Aragon and Sicily, Old 
and New Burgundy at right, Parma below at left, Medici at right, and 
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at the bottom Brabant, Tyrol, and Flanders, with Castile and Leon in 
center surmounted by the Bourbon lilies. The reverse arms on most 
of these pieces are those of Castile and Leon.

BOOK REVIEWS 

DIE MUENZSTAETTEN DER MARKGRAFEN VON BADEN. (The 
Mints of the Marquesses of Baden.) By Friedrich Wielandt. Karlsruhe 1943. 
Among the wartime publications just received (and reportedly not to be 
included in the book reviews of another, scientific numismatic publication, 
because of that publication period), is this slender separate which covers 
the numismatic history of Baden adequately. Unfortunately, there are no 
illustrations, but the work is easily understood, and well arranged. - H. W. 
HOLZER. 

HAMBURGER BEITRAEGE ZUR NUMISMATIK. (Hamburg Contribu- 
tions to Numismatics) Vol. 2, 1948. 

Again, the Hamburg Numismatic Society has brought out an impeccable 
proof of its resurgent spirit — 100 pages and 5 plates of interesting, important 
numismatic information. Among the longer essays is an article by Wilhelmine 
Hagen, “New Research in the field of Roman Numismatics.” This article con- 
tains some highly doubtful statements, which better familiarity with the ma- 
terial could have prevented. For instance, “the second century (A.D.) knew no 
branch mints. Imperial coins were struck at Rome exclusively.” Mattingly 
already hinted at the peculiarities of style of certain series of denarii struck 
under the Antonines and Hadrian; more recently, it has been shown that 
branch mints did exist de facto, if not de iure, and were probably located in 
Spain and Asia Minor, possibly Ephesos. To say that Mattingly and Sydenham 
compiled their work “without knowledge of the ... . collections of the Vienna 
cabinet, and almost only based on the insufficient (sic) collections of the British 
Museum” does not correspond to the facts. 

To say that Cohen’s 2nd edition contained “many false and wrongly de- 
scribed pieces” is gross exaggeration, and to call Cohen’s monumental, even if 
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now antiquated work “only a mostly uncritical collection of material’* is going 
a bit too far. Why the editors put this very superficial (and frankly unneces- 
sary) article first, we cannot understand. But lest there be a mistake about 
the quality of this volume — the following articles, Wilhelm Jesse’s “Hildesheim 
Hoard” and Peter Berghaus’ “Westerborstel Hoard,” both describing medieval 
series, are off the top shelf of numismatic research. Among the “short pieces” 
are several annotations of medieval coins, more finds, and a piece on a coin of 
Pautalia with the equestrian monument of Marcus Aurelis, by Instinsky. The 
balance of the volume is filled with book reviews, and proceedings of the 
Hamburg Numismatic Society, and the Congress of numismatists, which took 
place in Hamburg this year. A short obituary on the late Erwin Noebbe, local 
numismatic scholar, by Bruno Dorfman concludes this volume, which is printed 
with the usual painstaking care. — H. W. HOLZER. 


MEDALS COMMEMORATING THE SPANISH-AMERICAN WAR

the Battleship Maine in Havana Harbor. 

The medals are struck from hand cut dies in nickel-silver with a polished 
proof surface. They are the size of a United States silver half dollar.

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OPEN LETTER TO THE 
A3IERICAN COIN DEALERS’ ASSOQATION 


I have noticed with interest your progress, or lack of it, during the 
past three years and think it is past time for action. The proper time was 
when vour membership reached its peak, before dealers began dropping 
out because they were not getting their money’s worth. 

Your credit card system is 0. K., but not too reliable. The holder may 
have used as references part time dealers from whom he has purchased very 
small amounts. 

It is not my intention to tear down the Association, rather to sting it 
into some action. This is the action I would like to see the Association 
take: adopt a set of classifications for its members, and see that they adhere 
to them, “or else.” And by “or else” I don’t mean a letter from the Asso- 
ciation saying “naughty, naughty.” 

A large percentage of your members are overgrading one or two grades 
when selling, according to my classifications, and my classifications are the 
ones used by most of the members of the Association when buying. I am 
not saying which set of classifications is correct, but rather that the Associa- 
tion should decide upon a set of classifications that can be adopted by all 
dealers, thus aiding collectors immeasurably. These classifications should 
be published and so defined that all collectors will know’ what to expect. 

The coins that are overgraded the worst, I believe, are the Barber coins. 
Dimes, Quarters and Halves, and 1916-D Mercury Dimes. When buying, a 
dealer expects a coin of the Barber series to show full reverse and obverse, 
except LIBERTY, for “good.” “Very good” should show part LIBERTY, if 
no more than the L. “Fine” is expected to have full LIBERTY. A 1916-D 
Mercury Dime is expected to have a full reverse for “good,” lettering may 
be weak. “Very good” must have all reverse letters showing clear. “Fine” 
must show more than one vertical line on the fasces. A large percentage of 
the dealers sell Barber coins with no part of LIBERTY for “very good” to 
“fine.” “Fine” to “very fine” will show only part LIBERTY. In the case 
of the 1916-D Mercury Dime, to get a full reverse you must order a fine 
to very fine coin. At the present time one dealer will advertise a “very 
good” 1916-D Dime, full reverse, for $6.00, while another will advertise 
a full reverse as “fine” to “very fine” at from $6.00 to $7.50. Rather a 
hardship on the dealer who is trying to grade correctly, and very confusing 
to the collector. 

Let us have action now !

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THE COINAGE OF THE SPANISH PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT OF 1868

In the history of Spain in the last century, with so many political 
events, the revolution of 1868 occupies an outstanding place. As far 
as numismatists are concerned, its importance is fundamental, inasmuch 
as the Provisional Gk)vernment instituted, as a result of the revolution, 
the monetary unit known as the “peseta,” strictly based upon the decimal 
metric system. 

The above mentioned government recognized the political impor- 
tance of monetary reform, and, in spite of the various serious problems 
with which it was confronted, a law was promulgated which meant the 
opening of a new era in the Spanish monetary system, just nineteen days 
after this government had come into power. 

In order to understand better the grave situation through which 
Spain was passing at the time, we think it useful to give here a brief 
account of the constant disturbances that occurred during the regime 
ultimately overthrown by the revolution of 1868. 

At the death of King Fernando VII, on the 29th of September 1833, 
the king having designated his daughter Isabel as heiress to the throne, 
Don Carlos, brother of the late king, did not recognize the will of 
Fernando VII as valid, arguing that the Salic Law ruling the succession 
to the Spanish throne, as established by the first Bourbon King Felipe V 
prevented this. Don Carlos therefore with the help of the Holy See, 
Austria, Russia, Prussia and the Italian kingdoms, organized a coali- 
tion aimed at seizing the power. 

Consequently, Spain split into two big factions: the Liberals, who 
adopted Isabel’s party and included the most moderate elements up to 
the most extreme ones; and the Traditionalist, who supported Don 
Carlos’s claim, who defended the old institutions and ideas, which, they 
feared, would disappear through the innovations propounded by the 
Liberals. 

Civil war broke out ruthlessly and ravaged Spain for over six years. 

On the 31st of August 1839, the “Carlist” war officially came to an 
end, by the Agreement of Vergara, whereby the army of Don Carlos was 
to be disbanded, with recognition of Isabel II as Queen of Spain. 

Although the war was virtually over, hostilities continued in sepa- 
rate localities in the country for some time, chiefly in Catalonia, as many 
followers of Don Carlos still existed hoping for an opportunity to impose 
their views. 

Queen Isabel II was by then eight years of age and under the guard- 
ianship of her mother, the Dowager Queen Regent Maria Cristina of 
Bourbon. 

The secret wedding of the Queen Regent, to an officer of the 
Palace, created great unrest and brought about the establishment of a 
Revolutionary Committee in Madrid and finally, the downfall of Maria 
Cristina on the 12th of October, 1840, when General Espartero, respon- 
sible for the successful Agreement of Vergara, was appointed as Regent. 
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On the 27th of September, 1841, General Espartero was compelled 
to face a plot instigated by the Dowager Queen from Paris, supported 
by noted generals. 

In the following year, a serious rebellion broke out in Barcelona, 
which was put down by Gen. Espartero by a bombardment of the city. 

In May, 1843, on the occasion of the dissolution of the Cortes, an 
uprising started in several parts of the country, under the command of 
Generals Serrano, O’Donell and Narvaez. 

General Espartero being eliminated, new outbursts occurred, and 
Barcelona was again bombarded. 

To strengthen the position of the government, it was decided to 
advance the coming of age of the young Queen, who, on the 10th of 
November, 1843, swore loyalty to the Constitution, by which began the 
personal rule of Isabel II. 

In 1844, the Prime Ministers of Spain, first Gonzalez Bravo, then 
Gen. Narvaez later in the same year, were obliged to quell some more or 
less violent insurrections, organized by the so-called “progressists,” 
at Alicante, Madrid and Haro. The result of this repression was that 
in one year, the government ordered two hundred and fourteen people 
to be shot, Gen. Zurbano and his sons amongst them. 

In 1846, the government presided over by Isturiz, put down a 
further “progressist” insurrection in Galicia. 

In view of the revolutions that had broken out at that time in 
several countries of Europe, and in order to forestall the reaction that 
this might cause in Spain, Gen. Narvaez received dictatorial powers in 
1848, and he crushed the riots that broke out in Madrid and Seville, at 
the same time causing fresh “Carlist” activities in Catalonia to be 
wiped out. 

By virtue of the stern discipline imposed by Gen. Narvaez, and the 
successful action by the Bravo Murillo Government that succeeded him, 
the country enjoyed a period of relative quiet. However, in 1854, whilst 
Sartorius was in office, some moderate elements led by Generals Dulce 
and O’Donell, uprose and met the government troops at Vicalvaro. 

Nevertheless, the result of the fight being in doubt the revolution- 
aries secured the support of the “progressist” party, and the govern- 
ment was finally overthrown. 

A Cabinet was then formed, presided over by Generals Espartero 
and O’ Donell, who in the following year, had to quell some Republican 
rebellions in both Barcelona and Valencia. 

During the next two years, from 1856 to 1857, rebellions and insur- 
rections took place at Burgos, Valladolid, Palencia, Benavente, Barce- 
lona, Zaragoza, Jaen, Teruel, Alicante and Murcia, and important 
encounters between revolutionaries and government forces occurred 
in Madrid. 

The birth of Prince Alphonso, afterwards Alphonso XII, and the 
foundation of the “Union Liberal” party, afforded a new peaceful 
period of seven years. 

In 1865, students violently demonstrated in Madrid, and the way in 
which they were repressed caused great indignation. • 

General Prim, one of the greatest enemies of Isabel H, organized a 
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number of risings during 1866-1867, and even though they all failed, 
they were gradually undermining the power of the Queen’s governments. 

The enemies of the dynasty became stronger and stronger in in- 
creasing numbers. 

In addition, the death of Gen. O’Donell in November, 1867, and 
that of Gen. Narvaez in April, 1868, two personalities on whose great 
prestige and influence Isabel II had so far relied, increased the difficult 
situation of her party. 

In the month of September, 1868, Admiral Topete in command of 
the Navy then at anchor at Cadiz, revolted, and together with Gen. 
Prim, issued a Manifesto called “Spain with Honour,” declaring the 
dethronement of Isabel II. 

Gen. Prim went to Catalonia to raise an army, whilst Gen. Serrano, 
also one of the most important rebels, recruited another army in Seville. 

On the 29th of September, a battle took place between the revolu- 
tionary army and the Queen’s. They met upon both banks of the river 
Guadalquivir at the Bridge of Alcolea, this battle being named after it. 

The Queen’s forces were thrown back, and subsequently most of its 
components went over to the revolutionary side. 

Isabel II, who was by then in San Sebastian, passed over to France, 
where she died on the 9th of April, 1904, having already abdicated in 
1870 in favour of her son Alphonso XII. 

The revolution having succeeded, a “Gobierno Provisional” was 
formed on the 30th of September, 1868, taking on the name of “Poder 
Ejecutivo” on the 11th of February of the following year. 

On June 15th, 1869, Gen. Serrano was made Regent and on the 3rd 
of November 1870, the Cortes elected Don Amadeo of Savoy, Duke of 
Aosta, third son of King Victor Emmanuel of Italy, as King of Spain, 
so that the temporary office of Chief-of-State was finally brought to 
an end. 

In the foregoing, we believe that the complexity of the situation 
the “Gobierno Provisional” had to face has been well explained, and the 
fact that one of their first steps was in connection with monetary reform, 
gives us a clear idea of its real importance. 

The great variety of coins then circulating in Spain made the 
business life of the country exceedingly difficult, as constant checks on 
their authenticity and weight were required. 

In order to remedy this situation various regulations had already 
been issued. 

Under Isabel II, the first decree was published on April 15th, 1848, 
establishing the basis of a semi-decimal system, by creating the “Doblon” 
of Isabel, worth 100 “reales” gold, the “Duro,” of 20 reales silver with 
its divisions, and the Medio Real, the Decima of Real and the Media 
Decima for copper coins. Other regulations additional to this decree 
were issued in 1855 and 1861, such as that of dividing the unit “real” 
into 100 parts, for accounting purposes, but none of these must have 
been considered as useful, as on the 26th, June, 1864, the Queen signed 
a new monetary law as decreed by the Cortes. 
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By the above law, the unit silver coin “escudo’' was created, fine- 
ness 900 weight 12.980 gr., with gold multiples of 10, 4, and 2 escudos, 
silver of 2 escudos with divisions of 40, 20, and 10 centimes ; and bronze 
of 5, 2V2» and V 2 centimes. 

This reform mainly aimed at facilitating trade with Latin America, 
since the escudo unit exactly equalled the half-peso, the current unit in 
those countries. 

All these laws did not ease the situation as regards the complicated 
monetary circulation; on the contrary, with the addition of the new 
coins matters only became still more confused. 

It was then, that Don Laureano Figuerola, Minister of Finance for 
the Provisional Government, no doubt wishing to bring this situation 
to an end, issued a decree on the 19th of October, 1868, whereby a new 
monetary system was adopted, establishing the “peseta” as monetary 
unit, and withdrawing all currency struck prior to this law. 

The new monetary unit, the “Peseta,” was equivalent to 100 cen- 
times, and it was established in the decree that gold pieces, of fineness 
900 and weight 325806 gr. per peseta, worth 100, 50, 20, 10, and 5 
pesetas, should be struck. 

Silver, of fineness 900 and weight 25 gr. worth 5 pesetas; of fine- 
ness 835 and weight 10, 5, 2.50 and 1 gr. respectively worth 2 and 1 
pesetas with decimals worth 50 and 20 centimes, was provided for. 
Bronze was also provided with a copper of fineness 950; tin fineness 
040; and zinc fineness 010, weight 1 gr. per centime, worth 10, 5, 2, and 
1 centimes. 

The designs to be represented on the coins were mentioned in the 
decree in question as well as an order that the initials of the officials 
held responsible for the accuracy of fineness and weight, should be 
marked on all coins. 

A further decree of the same date ordered the calling of a competi- 
tion to submit designs for the dies; those adopted were to be acquired 
by the State and utilized for striking the coins. 

In this competition, the engravers, Jose Lozano, for his models for 
gold coins, and Luis Planiol, for his models for bronze coins, were 
both rewarded. 

The political instability prevented the 1868 law to be put into effect 
in all respects, more especially in regards to the withdrawal from cir- 
culation of the old coins. 

A contemporary author writing in 1871, stated that there were 97 
different kinds of coins in circulation, belonging to seven different 
monetary systems, established in Spain at different times since 1772, 
since the recall of older coinage provided for by the different reforms, 
had not been carried out. 

On the other hand, the new copper coin issued in centimes of the 
peseta, met with the temporary opposition of the public, but under the 
rule of Alphonso Xn, the use of the new coin became general, and in 
1887, a decree declared that any currency not adjusting itself to the 
unit created by the 1868 law was to be considered as illegal, and a 
term was fixed for its exchange.

The six-pointed stars figuring thereon, indicate that the patterns were 
struck at the Madrid Mint. No records appertaining to the same have 
been found.

Of this medal there are silver and copper pieces, the silver ones weigh- 
ing 25 g. and the copper ones 24 and 50 g. 

The initial letters L. M. figuring on the Obv. refer to Luis Marchioni, 
General Engraver to the Madrid Mint from the 29th of July. 1861, to 
the 15th of October, 1873. 

Although the types of this medal are the same as those of the “duros” 
that were struck later, they vary somewhat in detail, chiefly in the 
relief which is much higher.

1868, w’as entrusted by contract to the firm Oeschger & Mesdach, of Ter Kiel 
(Belgium), w’ho carried out the order in Barcelona. For this reason, eight- 
pointed stars are represented on them, the mark of the Barcelona Mint, and 
the monogram formed by the O and the M of the makers.

COINS OF THE SAME TYPES STRUCK AFTER THE 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 

Either under the rule of Amadeo I (2nd January 1871 to 11th February 
1873) or during the Republic (11th February 1873 to 31st December 1874), in 
addition to the bronze coins already described, silver coins of the sarne types 
as issued by the Provisional Government were struck. No reference is made 
here to these coins, since by the date inside the stars it is possible to classify 
them under the corresponding government. 

The initials of the assayers D.E. are found on these coins, corresponding 
to: D: Eduardo Diaz Pimienta, Assay er, (see Fourth Issue). 
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E: Julio de la Escosura y Tablares, Assayer to the Madrid Mint as from 
19th May 1873 to 13th July 1878.

CALIFORNIA STATE NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION HOLDS CONVENTION 

The third semi-annual convention of the California State Numismatic 
Association was held on October 9th and 10th at the Ambassador Hotel in 
Santa Monica, California, and definitely established this semi-annual gathering 
of collectors as a coordinating factor for numismatics in California. 

With a registration of 211 coming from 59 California communities and five 
other states, the attendance far exceeded that at the two conventions held at 
Fresno and Bakersfield, and attested to the growth in popularity of this event. 

The Bay Cities Coin Club of Santa Monica, host club deserves credit for a 
job well done, with particular mention going to Aubrey Austin, Harry David- 
son, president of the club, Abe Kosoff, Jim Miladin and Karl Brainard, who 
composed the committee in charge of arrangements. 

All convention activities were housed on the fourth floor of the hotel, over- 
looking the world famous Santa Monica beach. Members’ displays and dealers’ 
bourse were exhibited in the large, high ceilinged, well-lighted Sea Foam Room, 
and were the scene of continuous activity throughout. 

First place for displays was taken by S. A. Koeppel of Los Angeles for an 
outstanding exhibit chronologically arranged, of coins mentioned in the Bible, 
with coins of that time of the Roman Empire. Other awards made by the com- 
mittee headed by Dr. N. A. Bowers of Atherton, went to Michael P. Carey, Los 
Angeles, Clinton P. Hester, Los Angeles, Charles L. Ruby, Fullerton, Emil 
•Johnson, San Diego, Fred Schaffer, Kingsburg, T. W. Ward, Fallbrook and 
Elliott Markoff of North Hollywood. Judging was on the basis of originality 
and effectiveness of display, scope of coverage, specialization and quality. 
Forty-two collectors had displays. 

The banquet on Saturday evening was featured by an address by Herbert 
Bergen of Fullerton, his subject being “The Romance of Gold.” Abe Kosoff of 
Beverly Hills was the speaker at the Sunday luncheon, delivering a well-pre- 
pared paper on “Counterfeiting.” An impromptu address by “Swede” Ostrom 
of Kingsburg, interpreted by Johnny Lenker of Redlands contributed a lighter 
note to the proceedings. Messrs. Ralph A. Mitchell of Bakersfield, and Jack 
Hecht of San Francisco were masters of ceremonies at the two gatherings. 

The two sessions of the auction sale conducted by S. J. Kabealo of Pasa- 
dena were well attended and spirited bidding resulted. The 782 lot sale offered 
no great rarities, but the diversified offering opened the bidding to a larger 
number of collectors. “Silver Tongued Sam” was in good form, and drew 
favorable comment for the able manner in which he conducted the auction. 

*^0 short business sessions handled the administrative part of the con- 
vention, but many lesser highlights made the convention a scene of continuous 
activity. Display of some of the great rarities, among them the Brashear 
doubloon, a special luncheon for members of the fair sex, the appearance of 
Miss Colleen Townsend of 20th Century Fox Pictures as “Queen of the Conven- 
tion,” and a radio quiz program over station KOWL, pitting collectors from 
the south against those from the north, with Abe Kosoff as moderator, were 
other events that went far to make this third convention the best yet held by 
this growing organization which now boasts a membership of 328.

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RUSSIAN BEARD TOKENS

Peter the Great carried out many great enterprises during his 
long and stormy reign. He prevailed over his enemies at home and 
abroad; he built the magnificent city of St. Petersburg — his window 
on the Baltic; he laid the foundation of a native industrial system by 
the importation of teacher-craftsmen from the west; and he enlarged 
Russian commerce with the west. 

Peter hoped that he could infuse the energy of the western peoples 
into his conservative, half-Asiatic subjects. Beside various practical 
measures to that end, he undertook a reform in men’s styles: upon his 
return from Europe in 1698 he decreed that his Russians should dress 
like Europeans — in the German fashion, as he termed it — and shave 
their patriarchal beards. It would be unfair to say that Peter hoped 
this external change alone would alter the habits and ideas of his 
subjects, but certainly the quixotic energy with which he pushed this 
particular reform shows that he expected deeper and more lasting 
results than it really produced. 

The czar’s frontal attack on the customs of his people produced 
a violent and indignant reaction; the Boyars with cold dignity reminded 
the sovereign that a bearded man was the image and likeness of God, 
and petitioned him most urgently to save them from the blasphemy 
of beardlessness. Even the autocrat of all the Russias found it expedient 
to temper his ukase, and late in 1698 he ordered the striking “from 
red copper” of 50,000 chekhi or tokens with a representation of a beard 
on one side and the date on the other. This w^as the first beard token. 
It was intended to be given as a sort of receipt to persons who, by 
paying an annual tax, could continue to wear their beards and dress 
in the traditional Russian costume. 

Only one example of the 1698 beard token survived into the 
twentieth century, and opinion is divided as to whether it is an original, 
a counterfeit, or a piece de fantaisie. From this fact it is evident that 
the 1698 project of issuing beard tokens did not materialize. Further- 
more, a decree of 16 January 1705 took up the problem again, and in 
detail. It specifically provided that tokens were to be issued as receipts 
to persons who paid a beard tax. This circumstance proves by infer- 
ence that the use of tokens, although envisaged in 1698, had not been 
undertaken officially at that time. 

In pursuance of the 1705 ukase a considerable number of copper 
tokens was struck and put to use, and these are the beard tokens that 
have come down to us. Forty years ago they were still relatively 
common, but now they have become quite scarce. 

The 1705 ukase was the high point of the czar’s campaign to make 
his subjects look like westerners. It prescribed that “persons of every 
class, except priests and deacons” should shave, but that those who 
did not want to shave should pay an annual tax ranging from 30 to 
100 rubles, for the various classes of nobles, landowners and officials. 
A fiat rate of 2 dengi (one kopeck) per beard was established for 
peasants ; the peasants’ tax presumably was to be paid by their masters. 
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One judges that, as a practical matter, peasants would hardly be 
required to discard their homespuns for foppish and expensive western 
clothing, but the upper classes were obliged to dress “in the German 
fashion.” The law provided for check-points at the entrance to towns, 
where officials would deny passage to any bearded person who could 
not produce a beard token. In addition, law enforcement agencies 
were enjoined to arrest and fine bewhiskered individuals on sight if 
they carried no beard license. 

For almost ten years after this burst of bureaucratic zeal no 
mention was made of the beard tax in the official documents that have 
come down to the present. Not until 1714 did the subject reappear; 
a ukase of that year and others of 1722 and 1723 give evidence that 
this unpopular law was being widely flouted. In any case, no beard 
tokens were struck between 1705 and 1724. Thus their use as an 
annual tax receipt must have come to an end very soon after 1705, 
and one wonders how uniformly the tax itself was collected during 
those years. 

A new ukase reopened the matter in 1724 in relation to the 
Raskolniki, a sect of Old Believers or Orthodox Christians who did not 
belong to the Established Church in Russia. The Raskolniki were the 
most passionate opponents of the beard law; they were under various 
other restrictions because of their faith, and the somewhat arbitrary 
injunction against beards seemed to them to be a symbol of all their 
tribulations. (The Jews of Eastern Europe were little affected by the 
beard tax, since the provinces where most of them lived were then 
part of Poland.) The 1724 ukase also freed the peasants from the 
necessity of shaving or being taxed; and it further directed that inquiry 
be made as the practicality of issuing “free tokens” — metal passes to 
be issued to certain classes of persons, entitling the bearded bearers 
to go about their business for life without being molested. 

A pattern piece was struck in 1724 in a new design on a square 
planchet, and in 1725 some 2,600 of the new square beard tokens were 
prepared. Whether these were to be “free tokens” or simply a new 
style of beard tokens is not known. In any case, they were not used, 
and in 1728 almost all of them were melted down and the copper 
used to coin ordinary kopeck pieces. In the same year (1728) the tax 
rate on beards was set at a uniform rate of 50 rubles a year for all 
those taxed. 

Twenty-four years later, long after Czar Peter’s death, a ukase 
was issued by the Empress Elizabeth concerning the vexatious and 
long-mooted question of western dress and enforced shaving. After 
frankly admitting the failure of the project, it referred the whole matter 
to the Holy Synod for consideration. That dignified body must have 
hardly thought the subject a live one, for ten more years elapsed before, 
in 1762, the Raskolniki were left free to cultivate their beards and 
wear their archaic clothes with the full sanction of the law. This 
handsome though belated admission of the beard tax law’s unworkability 
was confirmed two years later, and the matter — which had ceased to 
be a real issue decades before — was laid aside for good. By that time 
(1764) the more enlightened or at least the more westernized of the 
city dwellers had at any rate conformed, while the remaining 95 per 
cent of the people could look on the experiment with detached tolerance. 
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DESCRIPTION OF TOKENS 

The first beard token is the one which apparently was struck as 
a pattern in 1698. The obverse bears the legend: CBFO/rOA^ (207th 
Year) in two lines, within a circle of large pearls. The reverse has the 
legend: (A, EHTH / (B)3AThI (Money Taken) above a conventionalized 
moustache, lips and beard, all wi^in a circle of large pearls. The edge 
is smooth. (Figure 1) The date C3(207 in Church-Slavonic characters) 
refers to the 7207th year after Creation or 1698 A.D. 

Only one specimen of this beard token is known. It was first 
described by Baron de Chaudoir in his early standard work, ^^Apercu 
sur les Mommies Russes . . published in 1836, and later by Schubert 
in ^^Monnaies Russes des Derniers Trois Siecles'^ which was published 
in 1857. Both authors illustrate the piece, which is struck on a thin 
fian and somewhat off center. This apparently unique token was first 
known in the collection of Academician Krug of St. Petersburg; it 
passed with his collection to the Academy of Sciences and from there 
to the Hermitage Collection where it still reposed 40 years ago. Whether 
it has survived two wars and a revolution is unknown, as numismatics 
no less than hybrid corn is a subject on which Soviet savants are not 
allowed to correspond with their western confreres. 

The provenance of this piece, as far as it can be traced, throws 
no light on whether it is an official and genuine product of the Mint. 
Neither Chaudoir nor Schubert was very discriminating, and both 
accepted pieces since proven to be false. The majority of latter-day 
opinion is that the piece, although crude, is of a style contemporary 
with its date, and that it could equally possibly be genuine or bogus. 
The fact that the ukase of 1698 provided for the manufacture of such 
tokens makes it entirely possible that the piece is legitimate. If it is 
genuine, it should probably be taken as a pattern, since there is no 
trace of the 50,000 pieces provided for by the ukase. 

***** 

The second beard token, issued in 1705, is the only one of which 
present day collectors have a reasonable chance of acquiring an original. 
The obverse has, above, a crowned double-headed eagle with scepter 
and orb; and below, the legend: //IVJ/E/ (1705 Year), all within 

a circular wreath of small laurel leaves. The reverse has, above, the 
legend: /lEHFH/B3ATtI (Money Taken), and below, a nose, mous- 
tache, lips and beard, all within a circular wreath of small laurel leaves. 
To the left or lower left on the reverse appears a small oval counter- 
stamp with a double-headed eagle. The edge is smooth". 

There are two dies for the obverse and two for the reverse; the 
earliest pair (Figure 2) is very rare, while the other (Figure 3) is 
much more common. There appear to be no mulings. A variety of the 
reverse of Figure 3 has the last letter in the date /AWE broken, giving 
it a blotted appearance f. ^ 

Documentary evidence concerning the purpose of the small counter- 
mark is lacking. It is possible that the punch-mark was applied at the 
time the individual beard token was handed to the taxpayer, in order 
to avoid a traffic in tokens by venal officials. There are four counter- 
mark dies, and no meaningful correlation can be established between 
them and the two reverse dies of the token. A single example of the 
rare early variety of the 1705 token without the usual countermark 
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was in the collection of Count I I Tolstoy. This piece was in new 
condition, and since the dies show no sign of rust — the tell-tale 
indication of a restrike — it must be assumed that the piece was 
contemporary and genuine. It is the only known specimen of its kind. 

* * * * * 

The third, square, beard token exists in the original with the dates 
1724 and 1725. The type of the 1724 piece — a unique pattern — is: 
obverse, legend in four lines :C60P0Abl/ FI OIUAMHA B351TA/1724 
(Tax Taken on the Beard 1724), with a four-sided double border of 
floral design. The reverse has a similar border but the field is blank. 
The ^ge is lettered: *BOPO/yiA*M3AM/mHM*TA/rOCTb* 
(free translation: Extra Tax on the Beard). (Figure 4). 

The 1725 piece is similar; the reverse has a simpler border (Figure 
5), and the edge inscription is different: BopoAA/Aiiujb/llWA romA 
The letters of the edge inscription are not of uniform size; some, as 
shown, are almost twice the size of the remainder. The 1725 beard token 
was struck for use ; 2600 pieces were made, but all but a few were melted 
down in 1728. The surviving examples are extremely rare. 

***** 

As is the case with most scarce Russian Imperial coins, novodeU 
have been made of the 1705 and 1725 beard tokens. (The term novodel 
has a double meaning. It is applied not only to restrikes made from 
original dies but also to pieces officially struck from imitations of the 
original dies prepared by the Mint. Thus a novodel may be either a 
latter-day restrike or a latter-day imitation, but in both cases it is a 
product of the Mint. While novodels are not as desirable as originals, 
they have a legitimate place in Russian numismatics and they are 
popular, perhaps because of their attractive appearance in comparison 
to the usually worn originals of the earlier series.) No restrikes of 
beard tokens are known to have been made from the original dies. 
The novodels are from dies made especially for the purpose. 

Of the 1705 type, one obverse and two reverse dies of later 
manufacture are known; the obverse and one of the reverse dies 
are illustrated in Figure 6. The style of the eagle on the obverse and 
the spacing of the letters of the legend on the reverse readily dis- 
tinguish the novodels from the originals. In addition, the small counter- 
mark that invariably (with one exception to prove the rule) appears 
on the reverse of the originals is almost always lacking on the novodels. 
On the very few novodels that are countermarked, the countermark 
punch can also be distinguished as a copy and not an original. 

Of the 1705 tokens, novodels are known in silver and copper; 
those struck in silver are the rarer. Chaudoir referred to one struck in 
gold, but the later literature has never mentioned this possible rarity, 
which more likely was simply a gilt piece. 

***** 

Three types of novodels of the 1725 beard token are known. The 
first, which is the oldest and by far the rarest, closely resembles the 
original. The spacing of the letters of the legend, however, differs 
enough to make it easily distinguishable. The word B3HTA and the 
more closely spaced date of the novodel are the principal differences. 
(Figure 7) The edge inscription consists of letters all of even size, 
unlike those of the original. 
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The second 1725 novodel (Figure 8) is generally similar to the first, 
but with the word nOlUAUHA much more widely spaced, and the orna- 
mented frame on the reverse like that of the 1724 original rather than 
that of the 1725 original. It has an edge inscription. 

The third of this series of novodels (Figure 9) closely resembles 
the second, except that it has a smooth, unlettered edge. The setting 
of the legend varies slightly from that of the second. 

The three varieties just described have been treated in descending 
order of rarity; none is common. A single example of the third variety 
has been reported in silver, instead of copper.

Apart from official imitations (novodels) which are entirely legiti- 
mate as such, there are innumerable counterfeits of the 1705 round 
beard token, although none is known of the 1724 and 1725 square 
tokens. The great majority of the counterfeits, if not all, were made 
to deceive coin collectors rather than Peter’s tax collectors. Many of 
these false pieces are struck from dies, some are cast or galvanos, and 
a few are engraved by hand, but there are few, if any, that are 
sufficiently well executed to pass muster by comparison with good 
illustrations of the originals or novodels.

SOURCES 

An article by S. I. Chizhov in Vol. Ill of the Works of the Moscow 
Numismatic Society, published in 1905, is the most authoritative and complete 
treatment of the subject that I have found. It is the basis for this shorter 
article, and the illustrations are taken from Chizhov’s plates, which also 
depict several counterfeits. Gleb A Popoff, a learned American specialist in 
Russian numismatics, wrote an interesting and comprehensive vignette on 
beard tokens in the December 1945 Numismatist. The two early authors, 
Chaudoir and Schubert, as mentioned in the body of the article, described 
the beard tokens in their comprehensive works. In Vol. 7 of the Numismatic 
Chronicle (published in England) for 1845 there is an article on the subject 
by Walter Hawkins.

Things Are Not What They Seem 

As we wrap up the old year and put 
it away on the shelf, we keep trying 
to compose a well-round seasonal edi- 
torial. We would like to write some- 
thing that is at once noble, witty, and 
wise, and that makes the deadline 
which is at sunrise. Under the cir- 
cumstances, who wouldn’t! 

Santa last passed by with his eight 
prancing reindeer twelve months ago 
and by right the interim should have 
provided us with plenty of new ideas 
for such an occasion as this. But it 
didn’t. 

The best we can do is to mention a 
few reasons why coin collectors, coin 
dealers, and coin editors should be 
joyous this Christmas of 1948. 

The coin market is said to be in bad 
shape. Some coin dealers have been 
forced to migrate to California, Flor- 
ida, and other sunny spots where it 
takes plenty of money to live. As far 
as we can learn, none of them has 
been admitted to the poorhouse. 

Here and there collectors are find- 
ing bargains. Coins that sold for 
$3,000 three years ago are now being 
sacrificed at $2,950. Worn nickels are 
now rarely advertised and steel cents 
are a drug on the market. 

A sad state of affairs indeed! 

Fine quality early American coins 
are still bringing top prices. Historical 
and portrait coins are in great de- 
mand as also are all top quality an- 
cient coins. Collectors of paper money 
have a reason to be pessimistic. New- 
comers are crowding the field and 
bargains are rarely obtainable. That 
the holdings of old-timers have 
greatly appreciated in value does not 
assuage their grief. Collectors of 
tokens are grumbling because they 
can no longer buy tokens at a nickel 
each. Even the cheapest ones bring 
a dime or more. 

While the gold market has levelled 
off, and hoarders infrequently seen in 
the coin marts, there are yet enough 
genuine collectors to support the price 
of most worthwhile items and those 
collectors who are looking for “sleep- 
ers” have a long wait before them. 

Editors of coin magazines deserve 
mention. In comparison with our own 
status of a year ago we are making 
twice the money, working twice as 
hard, and spending twice as much to 
live. 


Seriously, we don’t think things are 
as bad as they seem and in wishing 
you all a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy and Prosperous New Year we 
feel confident that our wish will come 
true. — S.M.

Many coin collectors living in for- 
eign countries are unable to subscribe 
to The Numismatist because of the 
restrictions placed by their govern- 
ments on the spending of money out- 
side of their boundary lines.

Our National Coin Collection 

The National Coin Collection in the 
Smithsonian Institution is being given 
a general over-hauling. It is being 
cleaned, labeled and rearranged. The 
cases are being repainted inside with 
a much lighter tone of paint and 
arrangements are being made to pro- 
vide additional lighting. 

So far, six cases out of the 110 in 
the coin room have been completed 
and the results seem highly satisfac- 
tory. Our own opinion is frequently 
substantiated by visitors who remark, 
“Why don’t they fix the rest of the 
cases up like those!” Quite a few 
members of the A.N.A. have visited 
us here, since we became acting cur- 
ator of numismatics about the first 
of September, and without exception 
they approve of the work that is 
being done on the collection. Their 
attitude has been very encouraging. 

About the time this issue of The 
Numismatist is in your hands, the 
entire section of United States coins 
will have been finished and a good 
start made on the foreign sections. 
It will be perhaps many, many months 
before the work is completed but, 
when it is, the indications are that 
the time and work will be well spent. 


“Minutes Read and Approved” 

Club secretaries occasionally query 
the editor as to why their club reports 
do not appear in The Numismatist in 
the same manner in which they were 
written. That is a very reasonable 
bit of curiosity for about twenty 
years ago we were once a club secre- 
tary, and often wondered why the 
editor of The Numismatist treated our 
deathless prose with such editorial 
abandon. 

In the old days only a few clubs 
sent in reports of their meetings. To- 
day, with close to 150 clubs affiliated 
with the A.N.A., “Reports of Club 
Meetings” occupy more than a few 
pages of The Numismatist. It is es- 
sential that they be carefully edited 
and condensed in order to conserve 
space. 

Alert club secretaries no longer 
submit several carbon copy pages of 
“Club Minutes” for publication in 
The Numismatist. They write a re- 
sume of the meeting, and such reports 
are generally published without alter- 
ation. Remarkably long lists of ex- 
hibits are generally deleted. Business 
routine is always deleted for past ex- 
perience has taught most club secre- 
taries the small news value of the 
fact that the “Minutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved.” 

The average club report requires 
about 25 blue pencil marks. Some 
run as high as 200. About 25 per cent 
of the reports are beyond correction 
and have to be rewritten. 

If any club secretary is interested 
in seeing what happens to his output 
after it is received by the editor w^e 
should be glad to return to them their 
original “report” after it has gone 
through the hands of the editor and 
printer. — S.M.

Steve 
Bibler, a devotee of the money marts 
as well as of coin collecting, sends in 
a clipping from the Wall Street Jour- 
nal which says that silver is now sell- 
ing for about 72 cents an ounce and 
that Mexico has discontinued coining 
those handsome one peso Morelos 
pieces. While in Mexico last summer 
we often w’ondered how those big sil- 
ver coins, even at .500 fine, could cir- 
culate at about 15 cents each. 

Coinversation was the topic of the 
September 24 meeting of the Cincin- 
nati Numismatic Association. Ralph 
C. Lewis thinks it’s an apt term and 
it is. Watch the coin columnists grab 
it. . . . Kelly’s Coins and Chatter is a 
refreshing publication. Jim edits it 
with much care and we know from 
experience that such results are ob- 
tained by hard work and not by acci- 
dent. . . . James Hunt Deacon sends 
word to David M. Bullowa that there 
will be no Australian coin struck to 
commemorate the Royal visit in 1949. 

We wonder whatever became of 
those dare-devils who started out to 
corner the market in Lincoln “pen- 
nies” of 1922! And whatever hap- 
pened to that “syndicate” which 
undertook to boom the large cent 
market a few years back! ... A 
reader wants our opinion as to the 
most interesting and artistic com- 
memorative half dollar!

Precautions against Counterfeiting 

As Discussed Seventy Years Ago 

I have long been impressed with 
the belief that the worst danger 
which threatens our gold coin, from 
counterfeiters, is the filling with an 
inferior metal or alloy. By this art 
the piece presents genuine exteriors, 
but the inner part having been re- 
moved, a disk of platinum, pure or 
alloyed, is inserted in its place and 
closed with a ribbed rim of gold. It 
is, therefore partly genuine and partly 
counterfeit, and its value is reduced 
by several dollars, differing according 
to the denomination of the piece. 

The largest chance of spoliation of 
course occurs with the twenty-dollar 
piece, but the pieces of ten and five 
dollars have also been filled. So far 
the mischief has been very limited, 
as it evidently requires first-class 
workmen, and is slow work; but 


pieces of this sort are, of all false 
issues, the most difiicult to detect. 

Some experiments were made at 
the Philadelphia mint in 1860 to 
determine whether this fraud might 
not be prevented by materially less- 
ening the thickness of the coin and 
consequently enlarging its diameter, 
at the same time giving the disks a 
slight concavity, so as to make the 
piece of a minimum thickness at 
the center. A pair of dies were en- 
graved for the half-eagle, and a few 
specimens prepared on this basis. 

Nothing further was done, for in 
fact in the very next year gold dis- 
appeared from circulation and has so 
continued, until we are now on the 
eve of resuming its use. I have 
therefore thought it desirable, in 
order to give our gold coin greater 
security, to experiment still farther 
in this line, and to this end experi- 
mental dies are being prepared for 
the half and quarter eagle denomi- 
nations. The larger piece will be 
expanded to nearly the surface of 
the present eagle, and adjusted both 
to ordinary and metrical scales, viz, 
one inch or about twenty-six milli- 
meters in diameter. 

The smaller piece wdll be of the 
diameter of the present three-dollar 
piece, about four-fifths of an inch, or 
twenty millimeters. 

These measures make the planchet 
so thin that sawing out the interior 
part would be a very critical, not to 
say impossible, feat, and not likely to 
pay for the labor. At the same time 
the coins would be thick enough at 
the raised border to be easily taken 
up by the fingers and stiff enough to 
resist bending. 

The dimensions of our coins have 
never been a matter of legal enact- 
ment, and alteration could be made, 
if so desired, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury.

Canadian Coin Varieties 

R. J. P. Hather, 13 Hassard Avenue, 
Toronto 6, Canada, is making a de- 
tailed study of the die varieties of 
Canadian decimal coins. He reports 
that the 1947 silver dollar of Canada 
has been found with two different 
styles of “7” in the date. First is the 
thick stubby type like the 1947 cent; 
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the second is a narrow pointed type 
like the 1937 silver dollar. 

There are two “7s" also to be 
found on the 50-cent piece of 1947. 
The first is similar to the 1937 silver 
dollar, the second has gradually 
tapered stem, slightly bent inwards. 
This variety is the same as found on 
the recently issued “maple leaf" 50- 
cent piece of 1947. 

He also reports many varieties of 
the large cents of Canada, and he 
would like to hear from other col- 
lectors working along the same lines.

Treasury Redeems Fragments 
of Notes 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

After collecting currency for the 
last ten years I was surprised to hear 
of the Currency Redemption Division 
of our Treasury Department.. After 
some checking this is what I found: 

The Currency Redemption Division 
identified $11,433,000 worth of badly 
worn, torn, mutilated, decayed, or 
burned paper money during 1947. 
That’s the highest figure in the his- 
tory of the Treasury. 

Twenty-two experts, working with 
tweezers and other precision instru- 
ments under powerful lenses, study 
the scroll work, portraits, lettering 
and serial numbers of scraps of cur- 
rency which are sent in, fitting the 
torn or burned bits together with 
patient, studious care, carefully peel- 
ing apart layers of moulded or rotted 
bills. 

If they can find three-fifths of a 
bill in recognizable condition the 
Treasury will pay its full value. If 
they can identify less than three- 


fifths or more than two-fifths, the 
Treasury will pay half its face value. 
If less than two-fifths can be iden- 
tified it pays nothing. 

In every instance the experts try 
to identify enough of the bill to make 
full payment. And their work, I 
understand, approaches the level of 
a miracle.

The Lincoln Cents of 1943 

I’ve heard there are 1943 copper 
cents around, but I have not seen any 
yet. I have had two sent me and my 
magnet picked them up so I had to 
send them back to the owners and 
disappoint them by telling them what 
was what. 

What I really want to say is this. 
How many holders of the silver cents 
know that there are two varieties of 
them (known to me). The most com- 
mon one is the one struck on a dime 
planchet. They are the same size and 
weight as a dime and I have only 
seen two mints, San Francisco, Calif., 
and Philadelphia, Pa. 

The scarce date is the same size as 
a regular issue cent even in thickness 
but the weight is 7.50 grains heavier 
than the 1943 steel cent. I’ll give the 
weights of the several coins while 
I’m at it, I also have a silver cent 
of 1941-P, large type or the same as 
the one I just mentioned. Here are 
the weights. 

Copper Cent, 48.00 grains. 

Steel Cent, 42.00 grains. 

Dime, 38.50 grains. 

1941 Silver Cent, 51.50 grains. 

Same size as regular issue. 

1943 Silver Cent, 51.50 grains. 

Same size as regular issue. 

1943 Silver Cent, 38.50 grains. 

Struck on dime planchet.

Half-Cent Coin Asked as Help in 
Cost of Living 

Rep. John D. Brown (R., Boston) 
yesterday submitted a legislative reso- 
lution to memorialize Congress to 
pass a bill authorizing the minting of 
a one-half cent coin. He also asked 
Rep. Christian A. Herter to file the 
bill in Congress. 
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The idea, he explained, is that there 
really was a half-cent coin from 1793 
to 1857, and that prices were lower in 
those days, so maybe if there were a 
half-cent coin now wholesalers 
wouldn’t always jack up their prices 
an even nickel and the consumer 
might get a break on the cost of 
living. 

“Instead of paying 13 cents for a 
half-pound of something selling for 25 
cents a pound, one would pay only 
12% cent^’’ Brown added. 

He also claimed a p^chological 
effect for the proposed coin, explain- 
ing it would tend to make “whole- 
salers and retailers think twice before 
going up their usual nickel or dime in 
their prices and would make their in- 
creases according to the actual fig- 
ured cost.’’

OBITUARIES 

EDWARD P. MARKER, A.N.A. No. 3142 

We regret to report the death of one of our old-time members, Edward P. 
Harker of Rossford, Ohio. He died September 28, 1948 at the age of 74. 

Mr Harker was one of the founders of the Toledo Coin Club and had 
always been in faithful attendance. He began collecting in 1911, specializing 
in United States coins and crowns of the world. 

His life was an active and useful one. He was head of the Harker Insur- 
ance Agency, served as postmaster during the Republican administration in the 
1920s and was a member of the Rossford Board of Education several terms. 

Surviving Mr. Harker are brothers Fred and Bert of Johnsonburg, two 
nephews and two nieces. 

FRANK H. STEWART, A.N.A. No. 1099 

We mourn the passing of our fellow member Frank H. Stewart who died 
October 14, 1948, in Cooper Hospital, Camden, N. J., after a long illness. His 
age was 75. 

He was former president of the Gloucester County Historical Society and 
the author of many historical books. One of his best known is “The First 
United States Mint; Its People and Its Operation,” published in 1924. 

Mr. Stewart was the retired head of a Philadelphia electrical supply firm. 
It was his firm that bought the United States Mint Building in the rear of 
37 and 39 North Seventh Street, Philadelphia. This building was the first 
erected by the Federal Government and was the sole United States Mint from 
1792 to 1832. He offered the building to Philadelphia in 1911 but his offer 
was rejected and the building subsequently torn down.
